A new face was put forth to the public by Lincoln 
Telephone and Telegraph as brand spanking new local com- 
mercial offices in the 15th & M building were occupied 
December 21. 

The move of the 54 workers was accomplished on Sat- 
urday, December 19. The old office remained open to cus- 
tomers even while the move was started. Desks were 
hauled down the street in an unbroken line during the 
day and the new quarters arranged. Monday morning busi- 
ness was taken up in the new location and carried on with 
scarcely a hitch. . 

First customer came in promptly at 8 o’clock, ordering 
an installation. He was Ralph Burnett—a farmer, who has 
moved to town. 


Customers who, like Burnett, transact business In per- 
son rather than by mail are greeted by a gracious and 
spacious lobby. The use of outside materials, plus an artis- 
tically planned arrangement of elements, 1S aimed at pro- 
viding a feeling of roominess and dignity in keeping with 
the magnitude of the building as a whole. 
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Will we ever get settled? That might be what Charles A is 
wondering as movers cart desks and equipment into the new Lincoln 
business office.

also put his aim in another way—the goal of trying to 
bring the outside to the inside. 

A wide expanse of glass in the entry way, the use of 
the aforementioned outside materials (Italian Travertine 
marble, granite, and terrazo) and the featuring of a planter 
of real greenery carries out this feeling. 

A focal point in the lobby is a strategically located pillar. 
A functional necessity, it has been converted to a work of 
art by the use of eight pieces of channel-sawed, wire-cut 
granite. Each chunk of stone weighs 1,700 pounds. 

The U-shaped pieces eliminate the need for corner 
joining of the granite. Instead of looking ‘covered up,” 
the concrete pillar appears to be actually constructed of 
granite. 

The terrazo floor blends in well with the adjoining ele- 
vator lobby, as does the Italian Travertine marble, also used 
at the elevators. Ceiling of the lobby is a structural waffle 
pattern, sprayed with acoustical plaster, which is attractive 
as well as functional. 

Special light fixtures are recessed into the ceiling pat- 
tern, saving roof space and causing the ceiling to be darker 
than the floor. 

There is a space for a foreign directory service, where 
customers may look up needed numbers and copy them 
down and there are three rooms equipped with desk, light, 
chair and telephone, where traveling men may stop and 
conduct their necessary telephone calling, then pay one 
bill as they leave. 

A curved wall of marble and granite leads the custo- 
mers directly to the receptionist, who is seated at the

focal point of artistic interest, the granite pillar. From her 
marble and granite desk she can direct people to the 
proper desks or counters. 

Several modern desks are provided for those whose 
business is more than the simple paying of a bill and there 
are also tables and chairs for those who need to look up 
a number of listings in the “foreign” directories. 

Back of the public room are other desks, used by the 
commercial department. On a Mezzanine are additional 
offices, sales force, and directory space. 
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Area commercial workers hold forth in this area of the new building, 
located on the mezzanine of the new Lincoln building. 


Behind the scenes as far as the public is concerned are these 


business office workers, located under the mezzanine on the first floor 
of the New Lincoln building. 


The first cafeteria of Lincoln Telephone and Telegraph Company is shown as it appeared in 
February of 1914, shortly after it was established. The menu was listed on a chalkboard and included 
many one-cent items, pie for three cents, sandwiches for four cents, and meat for four cents. 
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In 1923 the cafeteria took on this appearance with a _ rounded 
hood on the cookstove and a rail to guide the customers as they gath- 
ered for food. 


In 1926 the cafeteria looked like this.

By 1937 the cafeteria had taken on a lighter appearance. Here Mrs.

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One era ended and another began for Lincoln LT&T em- 
ployees at the first of the year. As January 1 arrived, the 
46-year-old cafeteria passed out of existence. 

Along with the new year came the establishment of a 
vending machine system of providing lunches for em- 
ployees. The machines, installed in the 15th & M building 
lunchroom, provide several types of food. 

Discontinuing of the cafeteria brings to an end the serv- 
ing of meals which was established in 1913. The “History 
of LT&T” reports that the facility was started as a “daring 
experiment designed to add attraction to the career of a 
telephone operator.” 

Originally the cafeteria was installed in the then new 
building at 14th & M. At first its services were intended 
for operators only, but in a few weeks other employees 
were invited to share its bargains in meals and lunches, 
served at cost. 

At that time you could get a complete meal at noon or 
evening for 13¢. Or you could make special orders of 
meat at 4¢; relishes at a penny; sandwiches at 4¢; coffee, 
tea, cocoa or milk at 3¢; bananas at 2¢; or pie at 3¢. 

The experiment proved successful and soon the little 
cafeteria was crowded. In June of 1918 it was moved across 
the hall into a much larger room. New tables were added 
and the counter enlarged so that it would not be congested 
during busy times. 

By 1926 the cafeteria was serving meals continuously 
from 7:30 a.m. to 6:30 p.m. with about 100 people served 
each day. Also available for operators on relief were sand- 
wiches, candy or fruit. Coffee or iced tea was served tree

of charge to those who brought their own lunches and 
electric toasters were even provided so that those who de- 
sired toast in the morning could prepare their own! 

Special dinners were planned one day a week and on 
top of all this, music floated over the lunchroom, provided 
from the Public Program Service radio. 

A typical menu of the time included chicken-fried steak, 
mashed potatoes, brown gravy, corn on the cob, head let- 
tuce, thousand island dressing, sliced tomatoes, buns, baked 
apple with whipped cream, angel food cake, devils food 
cake, ice cream, coffee, iced tea, cocoa malt, and milk. 

With the erection of the 15th and M building, the op- 
erating departments moved to a new location in December 
of 1953. For a time the evening meal was continued by 
the cafeteria, but after a few months it was discontinued. 

Over the years the cafeteria has been company sup- 
ported. Mrs. Marcia Watson, supervisor from October 1, 
1933 until the cafeteria closed, said: 

“We pay 77 cents a pound for roast and sell it for 70 
cents after we cook it.” 

Prices have changed over the years, with inflation. 
Back in the ’30s there was a time when the cafeteria 
served a whole meal for 15¢—meat, potatoes and a dab of 
salad. 

And for years there were 5¢ and 10¢ orders of beef on 
the menu. 

At its peak the cafeteria used to have around 1,000 
transactions a day. Two hundred twenty-seven was the 
high count at noon—a pile of people for the 40 chairs avail-

People on the move are pretty hard 
to locate by telephone (unless their car 
is equipped with a mobile unit) but a 
Lincoln firm has that problem solved 
for all who wish to subscribe to their 
service. 


It is the Telephone Answering Serv- 
ice, operated by Mr. and Mrs. Ted E. 
Barger, and located in The Bureau 
Building. 

The firm had its beginning at mid- 
night September 1, 1950, when Ted 
Barger and Max Meyer acquired the 
LT&T’s secretarial service, incorporated 
it, and went into business. 


Function of the service is to answer 
the ’phone for subscribers, locate the 
subscriber being called, take and relay 
messages, accept orders and service 
calls—just as a telephone receptionist 
would do if employed at his business. 


Who uses the facility? 


Among them are two LT&T men! But 
there are also many types of business 
and professions. Included are physi- 
cians, dentists, lawyers, architects, real 
estate firms, delivery services, tele- 
vision services, furnace and plumbing 
companies, bulk oil firms, transfer 
companies, electricians, and many other 
types of businesses. 

Sparkplug of the business is Mrs. Ted 
Barger, who became active in the serv- 
ice in 1951 when she stepped in “tem- 
porarily” to fill a gap. In March of 
1958 she and her husband bought out 
the interest of Meyer and have oper- 
ated the business ever since. Ted is 
general manager and his wife manager. 


When they started the business there 
were seven operators. There were three 
boards, two of which were used, with 
one panel on each threaded in. 


Now Telephone Answering Service 
has a four-position board and requires 
16 operators and supervisors. Nine of 
the employees have been with the or- 
ganization for four years or more and 
one has been there for nine years. 
Each operator is capable of handling 
100 accounts, which sometimes keeps 
her pretty busy. 

The answering service was originally 
an LT&T “baby.” It was started in 1929 
as a courtesy to Company subscribers. 
A rural switchboard was modified for 
this secretarial service. 

In 1945 the Company installed sep- 
arate two-position secretarial switch- 
boards in the operating room. And in 
1949 it replaced this two-position 


switchboard with a three-position sec- 
retarial service switchboard. 


When Telephone Answering Service 
was set up, equipment was moved to 
the Bank of Commerce Building at 13th 
and O Streets, where it was operated 
until recent months when the business 
moved to newly prepared quarters at 
124 North 16th Street. 


This move was accomplished without 
interrupting the 24-hour, seven-day-a- 
week, 52-week-a-year answering serv- 
ice. 


Now in use is a four-position Kellogg 
switchboard, which was taken from 
stock and custom modified for the 
Service. Mrs. Barger believes that the 
board is unique among answering 
services. 

Moving the Answering Service and 
the entailing work required about 
three months of steady work, said R. W. 
Blackford, equipment foreman. Con- 
necting the Service office and the 
LT&T building is a 600-pair cable, 
Which is of a size comparing to those 
connecting the Company offices. 

Line relay equipment used in the in- 
Stallation is Western Electric, adapted 
by Company craftsmen to this particu- 
lar use. 

_ Also utilized in the Answering Serv- 
Ice installation is a monitoring board. 
Put to use was an Automatic Electric 
Secretarial answering unit primarily 
designed for secretaries who need to

answer a number of ’phones. Again this 
was adapted to the needs of the 
Answering firm. 

Prior to this installation, the Service 
had a one-way monitoring set-up. With 
the new equipment, supervisors or 
Manager Mrs. Barger can monitor any 
board position and speak back to the 
operator. The value of this device is in 
training personne] and also in assisting 
operators on particularly difficult calls. 

All of this gear puts the Answering 
Service in a fine position to render 
service. 

“The company can give trained secre- 
tarial service in any business,” declared 
Mrs. Barger. She explained that new 
girls are trained for six weeks, then 
put under close supervision for three 
months. 


The Service operators are trained to 
find subscribers (unless they are out of 
communication by pre-arrangement) 
and to follow a streamlined, clear, 
method of taking messages. This sys- 
tem was devised by the Bargers for 
their particular use. 

As might be expected, a number of 
former operators have been attracted 
to employment at the Answering Serv- 
ice. 

Mrs. Barger is quite appreciative 
towards LT&T. 

“The Telephone Company engineer- 
ing department and all telephone em- 
ployees were very helpful in getting 
Telephone Answering Service started 
and have been helpful in modernizing 
equipment,” she said. The Company 
has also “assisted through the business 
office with referral of people interested 
in the service,” she added.

able. Evening meals used to attract about 80 and morning 
breaks 200 or better. 

Over the years the cafeteria has been a place of cheer 
and good humor. At one time Norman Ott, a former edi- 
tor of the Telephone News, wrote stories of a humorous 
nature about those who used the cafeteria. These were 
printed on menus which enjoyed a rather wide distribution. 

Every time something new was added there would be a 
rash of funny incidents. For instance, when the cream ma- 
chine was installed, more than one coffee drinker put 
a dab of “whitening” in his water! 

End of the cafeteria brought to a halt a 26-year tradi- 
tion of roast beef and baked beans on the daily menu. 
Replacing the offerings of the cafeteria are those of a 
battery of vending machines much like an automat. 

Offered by these machines are a variety of lunch foods. 

A candy machine has three nickel and four dime bars, 
three flavors of gums and one of mints. Another “pastry” 
machine has such items as cheese and crackers, french 


fries, cheese on rye, fig bars and macaroons. A soup ma- 
chine gives a choice of bean, tomato, vegetable or turkey 
noodle for 15c; pork and beans for 15c; spaghetti and 
ground beef, chili, or ravioli and beef for a quarter; or 
beef stew for 30c. 

A beverage machine also has beef and chicken bouil- 
lons as well as coffee and tea in four varieties of cream, 
sugar, both or black, and hot chocolate. Another machine 
has root beer, orange, lemon lime, or Coke. An ice cream 
machine offers vanilla bars, sandwich, or drumstick. And 
there is a dairy machine giving forth milk, chocolate milk 
or orange drink. A sandwich and salad dispenser rounds 
out the machine-served foods, with 25c, 30c, and 35c sand- 
wiches, and 15c pies and salads. 

Employees will no doubt adjust readily to the change, 
but will probably not hold the machines in fond thought 
as affectionate as one company official’s towards the old 
cafeteria. Some years ago, this man traveled in Europe. 
He wrote back that the continental restaurants were fine 
but that he’d take Mrs. Watson’s cafeteria meals any time. 

The change in the lunch facilities brings a change in 
title for Mrs. Watson, who is now lunchroom supervisor 
instead of cafeteria supervisor. 


New Records Set

On December 24 there were 9,921 
calls offered, according to the records 
of Chief Operator Melba Richards.

On 
December 25 there were 12,586 calls 
offered and 5,332 completed. This is 
Not at all a bad average when it is 
remembered that many of them were 
difficult to put through or made on the 
“spur of the moment” in the remote 
hope that a relative or friend would 
be home. 


But the records were set on Sunday, 
December 27 and Monday, December 
28. That Sunday proved to be the best 
ever with 10,764 calls offered and 7,961 
completed.

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Lloyd C. Jenkins Retires 


Only a few months short of the 35- 
year mark, Lloyd C. Jenkins of Lincoln 
Plant took his retirement January l. 
A telephone man from the age of 18, 
the busy Jenkins will be missed by his 
fellow employees. 


Working on the local testboard from 
midnight to 8 a.m., Lloyd often spent 
many daytime hours 
in pursuit of other 
interests, especially 
the teaching of 
safety. 


He has been in- 
structing courses at 
Lincoln schools, for 
the Red Cross, the 
State Safety Patrol 
and making speeches 
on the subject over 
quite an area for a 


considerable time. 


But his health failed to keep pace 
with his activities and Lloyd spent 
some time in the hospital and as a re- 
sult of illness deemed it advisable to 
take his LT&T pension and devote his 
time solely to other interests. 


Because of his deep concern for and 
extensive knowledge of safety, Jenkins 
served as an LT&T safety instructor as 
well as for other groups. 


He also found time in an extremely 
busy schedule to do some writing. Last 
April he authored a two-page article 
appearing in the nationally distributed 
Journal of Health-Physical Education, 
published in Washington, D. C. 


In 1958 he was honored by the Ne- 
braska Association for Health, Physical 
Education and recreation at a conven- 
tion in Grand Island. He was one of 
four in the state to receive such recog- 
nition, made on the basis of his work 
and interest in the fields. 

Jenkins’ service with LT&T stretches 
way back to May 23, 1925, when he was 
employed as a third class combination- 
man. This was not his first telephone 
experience, since he had been employed 
by the Company two months the previ- 
ous summer, as a groundman. 


On March 1, 1926 Lloyd was made 
an apprentice switchman, then in May 
of 1928 he moved up to third class test- 
man. He took two jumps in 1935, to 
warehouseman, then to clerk. In May 
of 1942 he was assigned combination- 
man duties and in August of 1942 was 
made a junior clerk in construction. He 
became a testman in February of 1944.

Mrs. Madge Young, who retired in 
January 1940 after 22 years of service, 
writes to the Lincoln Telephone folks 
from her present home in Montebello, 
Calif. 

She says: 

“You will never know how I have 
enjoyed the ‘History of the LT&T.’ So 
much of it happened when I was work- 
ing and I have read it from cover to 
cover. I recalled to memory so many 
of the incidents therein.

Letellier Retires 


W. A. Letellier, combinationman at 
Nebraska City, wound up 42% years 
of service with the Company January 
first, as he reached 
the retirement age 
of 65. 

Born on the day

Pages of History 


People who have been in the business 
as long as Clyde Burge, retired district 
manager at Beatrice, are liable to find 
most any odd thing in the remote cran- 
nies of their office or in bottom desk 
drawers. 

Mr. Burge, in stacking up his “be- 
longings,” came upon two items that 
antedate even his lengthy span of 
service. 

One was a directory published for the 
New Home Telephone Company of Be- 
atrice, dated February 1907, listing the 
names of all subscribers of Independent 
telephone companies in the state. It is 
remarkably well preserved for its ven- 
erable age.

The General Plant di- 
rectives cover the broad field of plant 
methods and arising problems. The 
rages are yellowed with age and make 
interesting—even hilarious—read ing as 
viewed from today’s point of vantage.

Taxes One of Big Costs of Telephone 


Here’s a question to try on your 
friends when they bring up the matter 
of the cost of telephone service. Just 
put forth this query: 

“Where do you think most of the 
money goes?” 

If you get the reply “Wages,” it is 
the right one. But just ask where the 
second largest amount goes and chances 
are none of your friends will hit it on 
the nose. 


The correct answer is “Taxes.” If 
taxes were eliminated, a $10 bill from 
the Lincoln Telephone and Telegraph 
Company would be $2.35 lower. 


This is a bigger piece of the $10 
’phone bill than is taken for deprecia- 
tion, materials, re-investment, or divid- 
ends. In fact, taxes took over 2% times 
the portion that was available to pay 
LT&T share owners for risking their 
savings in the business! 


In 1958 the total telephone tax bill 
came to nearly $3 million. Over $1 
million of it was excise tax collected by 
LT&T for the government. The re- 
mainder, $2 million, was operating 
taxes levied on the company itself. That 
$2 million amounted to two-thirds of 
the $3 million that was left after pay- 
ment of wages and all other non-tax 
costs, including interest on debt. 


Like all good citizens, LT&T willing- 
ly pays taxes to support national de- 
fense, provide good schools, roads, fire 
and police protection. These are all by 
common consent the domain of govern- 
ment. 

But when it comes down to it finally, 
only people pay taxes. By this is meant 
individuals who maintain households. 
For all taxes on businesses are ulti- 
mately transferred to the people. 


For instance, the telephone bill. Of 
that $10 bill, $2.25 goes to the govern- 
ment. This includes a 10 per cent fed- 
eral excise tax on local and long-dis- 
tance telephone service which the user 
pays directly and LT&T merely collects 
for the government. 

Another part goes towards the in- 
come and other federal taxes as well as 
personal property and real estate taxes 
vaid by the company. These too are a 
part of the cost of doing business and 
cach customer helps pay for them in his 
telephone bill. The company is taxed, 
but the customer pays all costs of the 
service, including the tax. 

Thus it is the individual who pays the 
tax. 

But it goes farther. The things LT&T 
buys from its suppliers are also taxed, 
and these tax costs are included in the 
cost of these items and again passed 
along to the customers as part of the 
cost of providing telephone service. 

To give an idea of the numebr of 
“hidden taxes,” the Taxpayers Federa- 


tion of Illinois reports that there are 
151 taxes on a loaf of bread, 100 on the 
cost of a man’s suit, 150 on a woman’s 
hat. 


Thus the direct and “hidden” taxes 
comprise the largest single item in the 
average American family’s budget and 
and is even larger than food or housing. 
The average American worker toils two 
and a half hours every working day to 
earn his taxes—and telephone taxes are 
a part of this expense. 


Here’s what the $10 telephone bill 
looks like when itemized.

Home Accidents 


Home accidents are caused by just 
about the same things as work acci- 
dents, but they are caused much more 
often than work accidents. 

The average home doesn’t give as 
much thought to safety engineering as 
the company for whom we work. For 
example, we don’t put a lot of small 
rugs around our work quarters because 
we know they are deadly slipping haz- 
ards. 

We don’t ever put a penny in a fuse 
box because the hardware store is 
closed and we want some light after a 
fuse has blown. We don’t permit smok- 
ing where there is a fire hazard, and 
we don’t clean our clothes with naptha 
or gasoline. 

Take the lessons about safety that 
you learn here back home with you at 
night. Use them yourself in your own 
work around the house and teach them 
to your family. If you will apply our 
safety rules to your own home, there 
is a good chance that you will be keep- 
ing yourself and your family safe and. 
free from accidents. 


The Same Old Offices, 
But With New Names 


Several departments in the “Around 
the Circuit” section of the Telephone 
News began sporting a new heading 
last month. This is in accord with new 
designations for the old offices, brought 
about partly by the change to a seven- 
digit dialing.

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Winter's 


Company plant men all over the 22- 
county LT&T area literally “waded in” 
to the monumental task of restoring 
telephone service after the winter ele- 
ments delivered a damaging “one-two 
punch” January 14 and 18. 

The crews turned to footpower to re- 
pair lines they were unable to reach by 
truck. They “walked” a total of 67 
miles of lines, scattered over the LT&T 
territory. About 30 miles of this was 
between Lincoln and Hastings. 

No one kept track of how many drifts 
they floundered through or how many 
times they rendered assistance to peo- 
ple caught in the weather. 

The wintertime nightmare began 
January 14, when ice began to form on 
lines during the day. By evening, 12 
towns were isolated as wires parted 
under the load and about 300 toll cir- 
cuits and 350 rural lines were out of 
service. 

Construction crews were up and at 
"em early, leaving Lincoln at 7 a.m. on 
Friday, January 15. Crews from Ne- 
braska City, Auburn and Tecumseh 
Were dispatched west to help in the 
monumental task. Five construction 
crews in the storm area were put to 
work clearing troubles. 

Practically all of the difficulties were 
cleared by Saturday night—just in time 
for Old Man Winter’s next punch, 
which was a snow storm with high 
wind velocities on Sunday, January 17. 
Since there had been no warm weather 
to melt the previous storm’s ice, the 
strong winds exerted a mighty push on 
phone lines, snapping the wires, cross- 
arms and poles. 

By January 18, it was evident that 
the “two” part of the double punch was 
the worst. On that Monday morning 
36 towns were isolated and 206 toll cir- 
cuits and 285 rural lines were out of 
service. 

Turning the situation into a nasty 
dream was the fact that road conditions 
were terrible, due to snow drifts, and in 
many instances telephone trucks could- 
n’t get through. 

In spite of the adverse conditions, by 
Wednesday night, January 20, there 
were no isolated towns, virtually all of 
the toll circuits were back in service 
and the rural line outage was reduced 
to 127.

Badly drifted roads held down the 
rural repair work, but by January 23 
all of the disrupted service had been 
restored. 

The wintry blow resulted in the 
pressing into use of 15 trucks, three 
cars and 62 men of the Construction 
Department. Local forces used 51 
trucks and 90 men, not counting area 
managers and wire chiefs. 


Major Medical Okayed 


The Telephone Employees Mu- 
tual Benefit Association’s Major 
Medical plan has been accepted 
as of February 1, according to R. 
D. Andrews, TEMBA president. 
So far, 85.9 per cent of TEMBA 
members have enrolled in the 
Major Medical plan, which offers 
extended coverage over the TEM- 
BA insurance. 


The organization is still striv- 
ing for an enrollment of at least 
90 per cent of the TEMBA mem- 
bers in the medical plan 


Damages from the storm included 
250 crossarms which had to be replaced, 
2,750 copper wire breaks, 300 iron wire 
breaks, and 20 poles which required re- 
placing. 

The storm’s aftermath also included 
the inspection, re-tying, and repairing 
of all toll lines. 


Recognizes Big Job 


The tremendous repair job faced by 
LT&T crews as a result of the January 
storm was recognized by Jack Ander- 
sen, editor of the Fairbury Daily News, 
in his column “Over and Under Heard.” 
Said Jack. 

“The two recent wintery blasts have 
no doubt created hardships on several 
groups of people, but probably the 
most over-worked in the bunch are the 
Lincoln Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany linemen. 

“Both recent snow storms have 
taken heavy tolls among the telephone 
lines in the area . 

The newspaper was directly affected 
by the storm, being without telephone 
line-carried Associated Press wire ser- 
vice on two days. 


LT&T Plant's 
1959 


By M. C. Walker

During 1959, LT&T’s Plant Department employees 
worked with fewer on-the-job accidents than had been 
experienced within recent years—six lost-time and 58-no- 
lost-time accidents. The best record was in 1954 when the 
Department had four lost-time accidents and 54 no-lost- 
time accidents. 

Three of the Plant organization units have not had a 
single lost-time accident since 1940, a period of 20 years. 
They are the following: 


Organization Units Supervisor 
48th and South Switchroom Employees G.M. Albury 
Tecumseh Area Employees W.H. Husing 


Sutton Area Employees J.H. Mankamyer 


These organization units have done exceedingly well in 
preventing lost-time accidents, and we are proud of their 
achievement. Twenty years is a long time. In terms of 
normal 8-hour working days, it is a period of 5,200 days of 
freedom from lost-time accidents. The men involved did 
not suffer the unhappy experience of being confined at 
home or a hospital with painful injuries. 


The next two in line after the 20-year groups are 
Geneva Area with 18% years and Auburn Area with 14 
years, respectively, without a lost-time accident. Although 
other organization units have not gone as long as these 
groups without lost-time mishaps, they have done an ex- 
cellent job. Many of these organization units are exposed 
to more hazards than others, particularly Construction 
Department crews. For this reason, we take pride in the 
fact that the Construction Department completed two six- 
month consecutive periods without a single lost-time acci- 
dent. This is the first time since 1945 that this Department 
was free of lost-time accidents! 


The Plant Department’s accident prevention program is 
geared to efforts to achieve still better records in 1960 and 
subsequent years. It is a continuous program of educating 
its employees to develop safe working habits. The line 
supervisor is the mainstay of this program, since he is the 
one who is closest to the person most likely to get hurt. 
By his example, he can help his men to develop good atti- 
tudes to safety. 


The Plant Department backs up the supervisor in his 
accident prevention efforts by providing safety posters that 
are placed at strategic points in buildings and on construc- 
tion trucks throughout LT&T territory. The posters are 
changed at regular intervals to present a fresh viewpoint 
on pertinent safety topics each month. The department 
also furnished Safety Code handbooks for its employees, 
which provide instructions of safe working procedures. It 
issues a monthly “Safety Topics’, a type of news letter 
that tells employees about accident hazards and stresses 
safety at home, on the road, and at work. 


Monthly group meetings are an important feature of 
the department’s accident prevention program. At these 
meetings, accident hazards on the job are brought to the 
attention of the employees and methods of eliminating the 
hazards are discussed. Monthly accident reports which tell 
about accidents to LT&T plant employees are read and 
discussed. 

Certificates of effective accident prevention are issued 
to supervisors and their working groups in recognition of 
their success in preventing lost-time accidents during the 
previous six month period, January 1 to June 31 or July 1 
to December 31. These certificates prominently display the 
number of months that the organization units have gone

without a lost-time accident. Thus the groups with the 
best record receive certificates with the highest number of 
months displayed. The three organization units with 20 
years of no-lost-time accidents received 240-month certifi- 
cates attesting to their freedom from lost-time accidents 
in the period. 


Accident prevention is the concern of every employee 
regardless of his position. In job planning by supervisors 
and employees, accident hazards must be looked for and 
eliminated. Management stands by LT&T’s safety creed: 
“No job is so important and no service is so urgent that 
we cannot take time to perform our job safely.” 

LT&T plant employees’ accident experience during 1959 
is indicated in charts 1 to 5. Lost-time accidents that oc- 
curred in 1959 are summarized on page 18. 
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TOTALS 64 Injuries, 42% Days, $1774.34

A new system of mileage determina- 
tion for interstate calls went into effect 
at LT&T February 7. It is known as the 
“V7 & H” system, a designation which 
stands for “vertical and horizontal.” 


It replaces the zone block and section 
table. 


The new V & H system eliminates the 
use and maintenance of maps _ to 
measure mileage; is a method that 1s 
useable in computing all mileages; 
meets the requirements of fully auto- 
matic rating, and is simple to use in 
the manual method; and applies basic- 
ally to both private line and message 
service. 


The area used in locating points 
under the new system is less than a 
square mile, instead of the seven by 
seven mile blocks of the old way. It 
is much more accurate and is expected 
to be easier to use. 


But like anything new, it required 
some training. Consequently, chief

training session at the Cornhusker 
Hotel in Lincoln January 13. There 
Traffic Superintendent Lloyd Cleve- 
land and Dick Hobson explained its 
workings. 

After the meeting the chief operators 
toured the data processing center in 
the 15th and M building, where they 
saw the ‘‘mark sensing” machines 
which are used in handling the new 
V & H system. 


The change will result in 20 per cent 
of mileages being changed, almost all 
of them to the smaller. Three per cent 
of the rates will change, in nearly 
every case towards the lower. 


The grid used in the system is “laid”’ 
at an angle over North America, ex- 
tending from the Atlantic to the Pacific 
and from Canada to Mexico. The two 
coordinates will locate a rate center 
within one square mile. But as the dist- 
ance from the calling point to the call 
destination increases, the size of the 
areas of identical rates increases.

system are these chief operators and others concerned in the modernization. General Traffic Superin- 
tendent Lloyd Cleveland at the left has just finished explaining one of the facets of the system. 
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Thus, at a distance of from 0 to 40 
miles the size of the area is .9 of a 
square mile; at 41 to 120 miles the size 
is 8.12 square miles; at 121 to 360 it is 
72.25 square miles; at 361 to 1,800 miles 
it is 655.36 square miles and from 1,081 
to 3,240 miles it is 5,898.24 square miles. 

The system is expected to eliminate 
many of the rate “exceptions.” 

In the state, the block and section 
system will continue to be used for the 
present.

This pleasant greeting is being used 
by several newly-trained PBX oper- 
ators who began serving the Telephone 
Company personnel and general public 
December 21, 1959. Filling the four- 
position board are: Patricia Sherman, 
Dorothy Peterson, Patricia Lee, Judy 
Imus and Instructor Wilma K. Drake. 

With the new PBX operations, differ- 
ent procedures are being introduced. 
These procedures are comprised of the 
best of all previous PBX services and 
several new services designed to meet 
the demands of a growing company. 


The first PBX board was installed 
after the consolidation with Bell in 
1914. In conformity with equipment of 
that era, its operation was manual and 
it boasted 40 stations. During this peri- 
od operators were trained on only one 
type of board. PBX was no exception. 

Because of this, the operators became 
well-versed in Company practices. Ex- 
tension numbers, names and _ duties 
were committed to memory and often 
a frequent telephone user’s voice was 
instantly recognized, regardless of the 
telephone from which he was calling. 

Extension numbers were assigned in 
order of supervision. A superintend- 
ent’s number ended in “0” and the as- 
sistant’s number ended in “1” etc. Busi- 
ness office calls were distributed in 
much the same manner. 


There were no changes in PBX op- 
erations until 1924, when line and re- 
cording operations were combined 
(CLR). This gave the PBX operators 
an opportunity to give another service, 
that of completing all long distance 
calls for Company personnel. 

The year 1934 saw the first major 
change in PBX operations. A second 
board was installed in the business 
office for better distribution of calls. 
One general number was retained and 
all incoming calls were answered by 
the PBX operator and distributed ac- 
cordingly. Calls for the business office 
were extended to the second operator, 
who in turn rang the desired local com- 
mercial employee. This practice re-

mained in effect until November 21, 
1953. 


On this date information and PABX 
went into operation in the new 15th & 
M building. Intra-Company calls could 
now be dialed by the individual with- 
out assistance from the operator. Ex- 
tensions could be reached from outside 
the Company by dialing 7-0 plus the 
extension number. The 2-4000 was re- 
placed by two numbers, 5-4321 for the 
business office and 7-0111 for all other 
offices. The need for a ‘general’ PBX 
operator was almost eliminated. 


The PBX board, then located in the 
center and rear of the toll operating 
room, was manned for only two years. 
It was determined that calls received 
on 7-0111 could be handled by a toll 
operator with precedence given to the 
Company calls. All necessary answer- 
ing trunks were installed on position 8. 

Coincident with other Company 
changes, a change in PBX was due. 
The change began when Information 
outgrew its home in the Toll room and 
moved into an adjacent room, creating 
a second unit. Shortly after this move, 
the PBX board was installed in this 


we uae 


new unit. Its face was lifted by instal- 
ling business units, busy visuals, and 
100 more stations, making a total of 
400, over 300 more than the original 
board. 


Now began the preparations for 
manning the board and deciding what 
practices would be feasible. Vacancies 
were posted, applications made and, 
then, operators with the qualifications 
required were selected and training be- 
gan. 


December 21, 1959, in conjunction 
with the business office move, the “one 
PBX system” was once more put into 
operation. All incoming calls are 
answered on a single Company num- 
ber and extended to the proper per- 
son or extension. Business office calls 
are distributed according to calling 
number or name. The PBX operators 
determine the availability of business 


office personnel by light signals on the 
board. 


The customer no longer has to repeat 
his question or complaint to several 
persons. If the PBX operator knows

TEMBA Rings 


The Telephone Employees Mutual 
Benefit Association rang up another 
record year in 1959, surpassing even 
the previously unprecedented dollar 
size of 1958. 


As the TEMBA organization met in 
its annual gathering, the treasurer’s re- 
port showed that total income was $54,- 
346.76 — approximately $1,500 higher 
than last year’s $52,897.56. 


Total expenses were up even more, 
to $55,114.35—of which all but $502 
went into benefit payments. There was 
a net operating loss of $767.59 with cash 
on hand at the end of the year coming 
to $6,944.05. 


TEMBA continues to have a reserve 
fund of $20,000 with no withdrawals or 
deposits in the past year. 


Biggest chunks of the benefit money 
went for hospital rooms and for sur- 
gery. A total of $20,659.75 was paid out 
for members’ hospital rooms and $13,- 
068.00 for their surgery. 

Lab fees and drugs accounted for 
$7,136.65 of the money; x-rays for $4,- 
801.50; operating rooms for $3,382.25; 
anaesthetics for $2,355.40; and ambu- 
lance trips for $155.50. Other medical 
expenses were lumped into one group 
to total $3,053.30. 

The expenses followed, generally, the 
same pattern as last year in regard to 
proportions.

Co-operative Credit Association Has Gain 


There was a general increase in the 
LT&T Employes Co-operative Credit 
Association in the past year, members 
were informed as they gathered in an 
annual meeting January 23. 

Total assets are up to over $600,000 
with an increse of 8.2 per cent; loans 
increased by $76,398—or 24 per cent; 
deposits grew by $42,056— or about 7.7 
per cent; reserves were hiked by $1,356 
—about 10.7 per cent; income up by 
$3,175—or about 11.4 per cent; interest 
paid on deposits greater by $1,992—a 
jump of about 10.8 per cent; and net 
operating income swollen by $1,391— 
or about 35.9 per cent. 

The only thing to go down was “all 
other expenses,” which fell $207—about 
3.7 per cent. 

Because of the increase in income, 
directors decided to refund to each 
borrower still with the Company, 10 
per cent of the interest that the Associ- 
ation earned on his loan during 1959. 

Interest was paid on savings accounts 
and dividends on shares at the rate of 
414 per cent per year—the same as was 
paid on savings accounts in 1958, but 
more than was paid on shares. 

Re-elected by directors to conduct the 
business of the organization were R. H. 


Spohn, president; Kent Eno, vice presi- 
dent; and Dick Hobson, treasurer. 
Elected to replace Clara Jones as secre- 
tary was Jack Caldwell. Miss Jones had 
asked to be relieved of her duties in 
the organization because of other press- 
ing responsibilities.

Home-Bound Student Service at Seward 
Even Lets Dorothy in on Some Secrets 


Because of the alertness of a Commercial staff assistant, 
a 12-year-old Seward girl isn’t going to miss out on any 
classroom work this semester. 

She is “attending” school via the LT&T home-bound 
student communication system. 

The girl is Dorothy Mueller, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Reinhard Mueller. The assistant who brought forth the 
plan to aid her schooling is D. B. Larsen. 

Dee, who contacted the Mueller family during the Sew- 
ard Phone Festival, (January 1960 News) was in their 
home discussing ways of better serving Mueller’s carpentry 
business, operated out of the family house. As he sat in 
the living room talking things over, Larsen noticed Dorothy 
in a wheel chair. He asked if she was able to attend school 
and learned that she was not. 

Dorothy, afflicted since babyhood with a muscular dis- 
order, is now advised to take certain exercises and not to 
Overdo the use of her legs. She has undergone surgery and, 
last semester, took treatment at a Denver clinic. 

Since her classroom at St. John’s Lutheran parochial 
School is on the second floor—and since, like most 12- 
year-olds, Dorothy is growing to the point where she is 
no cinch to carry—it looked like she’d have to depend on a 
Smattering of tutoring for her education. 

But, as Larsen explained the home-bound student sys- 
tem, the Muellers became enthusiastic. So did school of- 
ficiais, who were wondering just how they might work 
out the educational problem. 

In the Mueller case, the installation was simple, since 
there was available a cable pair for the system. Drops were 
run into the home and the school and an Executone set-up 
connected. 

Dorothy didn’t get in on the first day of school, but she 
wasn’t far behind. Shortly after the semester opened she 
was listening in on and joining in class work. 

With the communication system she can hear every- 
thing that goes on in the classroom—conversations, ques- 
tions, answers and “even some secrets.” 

By simply depressing a bar on the speaker at her bed- 
room desk, Dorothy can ask questions, answer them, or re- 


cite. Just as she can hear everyone in the classroom, so 
they can hear her voice all over the room at school. 

From the first day it was in operation, the 12-year-old 
was enthused. She readily recognized the voices of many 
of her friends, although she had been separated from them 
a semester. During recess, game time, and other non-learn- 
ing periods, her classmates converse with her over the two- 
way system. 

Dorothy, who has three sisters and three brothers, 
doesn’t want anybody in her bedroom while she is “‘attend- 
ing” school, explained her mother. The presence of another 
person is distracting, the girl finds—and she doesn’t want 
to miss anything going on in school. 

Said principal H. Kaiser: 

“We feel this will be a good deal. I believe it will be 
very beneficial.” 

Of course there will still be some personal contact with 
the girl on the part of a teacher, but Dorothy will have an 
incentive to compete and will be in on songs, games and 
general classwork just as if she were actually in her class- 
room. 

Cost of the service, because of the absence of any con- 
struction problems, is about $11 a month. In public schools 
there is available state aid funds which can be applied to 
this expense of operating the system. The aid amounts to 
$380 per pupil per year and may be used to pay for the 
home-bound system and other costs involved in the spe- 
cial teaching requirements. 

Although the installation for Dorothy is a fixed unit. 
for students who must attend classes in a number of dif- 
ferent rooms, the home- bound system can be installed with 
a phone jack in each classroom necessary. A student is 
then assigned to carry the school speaker-microphone from 
one classroom to the next, 

Incidentally, Dorothy is one of three students in the 
LT&T territory now using a home-bound system. 

Besides Dorothy’s regular teacher, Herman Schmeiding, 
a number of student teachers from Concordia college will 
also use the home-bound equipment. Thus they will have 
first-hand knowledge of an answer to the problem of how 
to instruct a student who can’t make it to classes.

Benefits 


Pensions were liberalized with somewhat higher minimum 
amounts and by changing the computation to the basis of the 
highest five, instead of ten, consecutive years of service. A pro- 
vision was made in the working agreement, providing for four 
weeks vacation after 30 years. 


Company get-togethers, such as the annual picnic and Christ- 
mas parties, provided a recreational outlet, as did Company- 
sponsored athletic teams. Game facilities provided in employee 
rooms proved, as always, extremely popular forms of relaxing 
during the noon lunch hour.

Jobs and Wages 


There are many opportunities for advancement in the Com- 
pany and The Telephone News issues for 1959 show that there 
were 172 promotions, title changes, and transfers. In conformity 
with a belief that employees should be encouraged and assisted 
to prepare for advancement, 11 courses in various phases of 
telephony were conducted, with an enrollment of 114. Also held 
was a roundup of human relations class graduates. 

A new working agreement was signed in November, provid- 
ing for increases in wages of between $1 and $1.90 a week for 
women employees and of between $1 and $3.50 a week for men. 


There was a big crowd at the annual Company picnic in August. 


Health and Safety 


Under the Company health program, employees were offered, 
free of charge, innoculations for the influenza virus. A total of 
738 took advantage of the offer to get the vaccine, of a type 
designed to combat the A and B and Asian varieties of the disease. 
Booster polio innoculations were also given. 

There was an excellent safety record for the year, with the 
Construction Department recording no lost-time accidents. Com- 
pany trucks are now being painted a vivid, eye-catching yellow 
as a safety measure. 
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replaced during the year and communications equipment installed 
at Mead to provide control for the Omaha Atlas Missile complex. 
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Early in the year the new 15th & M building appeared as in the 
picture at the left. By the end of the year the exterior was pretty much 
as the architect’s picture on the right shows. 


The State of LT&T 


Total revenues for the year increased to a new high of 
$13,301,925, an improvement of 11.3 per cent over 1958. Net 
earnings also hit a new peak of $1,580,925, as compared to 
1958's $1,156,179. This represents $4.77 per share of common 
stock. 

Local service revenues amounted to $8,264,412, of which 
$779,522 may be attributed to a rate increase authorized by the 
Nebraska State Railway Commission. Revenues were also increased 
because of a greater number of stations in service and because of 
sales of such items as colored phones and PBX service. Toll 
revenues amounted to $4,589,036, an increase of 6.6 per cent. 

In September, 30,000 shares of 5 per cent convertible pre- 
ferred stock was sold. Proceeds were used to retire short-term 
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bank loans.

Expansion 


During 1959 the new general office building addition at 15th 
and M in Lincoln was brought to near completion. First to move 
in the new addition was Data Processing. The last machines for 
the system were received in November and already customer 
billing, except for Lincoln, has been turned over to the electronic 
devices. Net addition to plant amounts to $5,171,290 for the 
year. 


During 1959 there was an increase of 4,144 in the number 
of telephones in service, making a total at the end of the year of 
142,227 phone stations. There was an increase in originating 
toll messages of 7.7 per cent. The Employee Sales Participation 
found 350 employees taking part with 2,778 service requests and 
3,403 telephone items sold, adding $57,146 to annual gross 
revenue.

13,000 Resistors 


Tiny Units Will Identify Subscribers 
On Party Lines For SATT System

sometime this year, Lincoln sub- 
scribers will be dialing direct to other 
exchanges in southeastern Nebraska. 
Later, they will also be able to dial 
to other exchanges on a nationwide 
basis. Each station-to-station call will 
be recorded on tape by the SATT equip- 
ment. From this tape, charges will be 
computed and billed to the calling 
party’s number by IBM equipment. 

Identification of subscribers for toll 
ticketing purposes is accomplished auto- 
matically by the Strowger Automatic 
Toll Ticketing (SATT) equipment in 
the central office. This equipment is 
an improved type known as the Type 
59 SATT system. The new system has 
certain advantages, such as a wider 
range of access codes and use of stand- 
ard dials in the subscribers’ telephones. 

Some of our exchanges, (Auburn, 
Beatrice, David City, Hebron, and Wa- 
hoo) operate as Type BD SATT sys- 
tems which are limited to access codes 
of two or three digits with the last digit 
normally an “0”. The type 59 system 
can use any one, two, or three-digit 
code, including the code “112”? much 
used in Bell System step-by-step ex- 
changes. 

The BD system requires the use of 
special dials to provide full-automatic 
number identification of subscribers on 
party lines. These dials have a special 
(spotter) cam which sends a pulse of 
current over one side of line and ground 
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Washburn. 


When a direct-dialed toll call comes into the switchroom, it will go 
through the equipment which will determine what line is making the call. 
Then, in the case of party lines, the gear shown here will determine 
which party is making the call. The information will be recorded on 
the SATT equipment. With the device in the picture is Roland “Red” 


during a dial impulse to identify the 
party using the line on a station-to-sta- 
tion toll call. The special dials cost 
more than standard dials and require 
proper station installation and testing 
procedures to make sure the detecting 
equipment will correctly identify the 
subscribers. 

For two-party lines in Lincoln, the 
Type 59 system does not require the 
use of special dials. Individual lines and 
the first station of a party line (posi- 
tive party) make use of no _ special 
station equipment or wiring. The 
other station on the party line (nega- 
tive party) requires a 3000-ohm resistor 
connected between one side of the line 
and ground through the dial shunt 
springs which make contact when the 
dial is turned off normal. 

Line identification is accomplished by 
detector equipment. The detector equip- 
ment will operate to properly identify 
the subscriber as the first or second 
party, according to whether there is no 
resistance or a resistance connection to 
ground. 

Subscribers on farm lines served by 
Lincoln offices will be identified by an 
operator coming in on the line only 
long enough to obtain the calling num- 
ber. The SATT equipment then com- 
pletes the recording and extending of 
the call to the distant party. 

To enable all subscribers in Lincoln 
to have the direct dialing service, it is 
necessary to equip 13,000 sets (at nega-

tive party stations) with 3000-ohm re- 
sistors. Each telephone also has to be 
tested after the resistor is installed to 
assure that it is properly connected to 
the line for correct identificiation of 
the subscriber’s telephone number. 


This work is being handled by a 
force of six temporary employees under 
the supervision of Lloyd Miller. The 
program is progressing rapidly at this 
time, and it is expected that, in spite 
of a large number of callbacks required 
to contact subscribers who were not at 
home on previous visits, it will be 
completed by June 1. It is estimated 
that each man can place resistors in 25 
sets per day.

Many of the volumes required that 
missing or damaged copies be filled in 
from the News files of back issues. 
Some of these missing copies were for 
volumes prior to 1958.

Unless they have saved the maga- 
zines, they could end up with an in- 
complete volume. 

This is because with the current 
binding, the stock of February 1958 
magazines was exhausted.

Safety Awards Named After Caster 


An early-day telephone man was 
honored March 2 as 80 Lancaster 
County business firms were cited for 
contributions to community safety dur-

ing the 1950s. The awards bore the 
name of Mark T. Caster, a pioneer in 
industrial and traffic safety. They were 
presented by the lLincoln-Lancaster 
Safety Council. 


For 30 years Caster was general plant 
superintendent of LT&T, from 1909 to 
1939. He first became interested in 
safety because of the many unnecessary 
accidents which involved telephone 
people. 

His enthusiasm towards the promo- 
t.on of safe practices started the Com- 
pany off on a program which is one 
of the strongest, best supported to be 
found anywhere. 


In the early days of Caster’s career 
as a telephone man, high tension elec- 
trie lines were a tremendous hazard 
and caused many a serious accident. 
This and other dangers concerned the 
plant superintendent and he began to 
encourage “Safety First.” 

Caster became interested in traffic 
safety as a result of his affiliation with 
the old Lincoln Auto Club and the Ne- 
braska Good Roads Association. In 1936 


he helped organize and became the first 
president of the Lincoln Safety Council, 
now the Lincoln-Lancaster Safety 
Council. 


As president of the Lincoln Kiwanis 
club, Caster organized the group’s safe 
driving award dinner. He also as- 
sisted in establishing a police driving 
school. 


After serving in the communications 
division of the War Production Board, 
Caster made hundreds of appearances 
throughout the state in his crusade for 
Safety. 


By the time of his death in 1946, he 
kad made an indelible demand for at- 
tention to both industrial and traffic 
safety. 


Because of his early efforts towards 
making telephony a safe industry, it is 
only appropriate that one of the firms 
receiving a Mark T. Caster Award was 
the Lincoln Telephone and Telegraph 
Company. 

Presentation of the awards was by 
Della Caster, daughter of the late Mr.

Excise Tax on Telephone Service 
Is a Pretty Hard Thing to Kill 


If nothing goes amiss, the Federal 
Telephone Excise Tax will go out of 
being on June 30. 

But there is considerable danger that 
something may indeed go amiss. As the 
date for repeal of the tax nears, there 
are more and more signs that there may 
be an effort by lawmakers to post- 
pone the expiration date. 

No telephone company will benefit if 
the tax expires as has been set up by 
legislation. But all telephone users will. 

The 10 per cent tax, originally set up 
as a wartime, temporary emergency 
measure, is applied directly to the tele- 
phone subscribers. Phone companies 
act only as collection agencies in gath- 
ering the tax. 

Thus it would be impossible for any 
company to retain in any way any part 
of the money now going for this ex- 
cise tax. 

That the tax is an unfair one is ob- 
vious to all users of telephones. No 


other household utility bears such a 
burden. 

The telephone is not a luxury—any 
more than running water, inside 
plumbing, electrical service, or auto- 
matic heat. Money from the excise tax 
does not go to improve the service. 

But Congress may have _ trouble 
making the ends meet in the federal 
budget. They’ll likely take the course 
of least resistance in providing funds. 

If the clamor opposed to any con- 
tinuation of the tax on telephone serv- 
ice is loud and decisive, there is no 
doubt but what the representatives of 
the people will resist the temptation to 
postpone expiration of the tax. 

But if all is quiet, they’ll figure the 
phone tax is a painless way to get 
money. 

The obvious way to help assure rid- 
dance of the unfair excise tax is to 
write your congressman and to en- 
courage your friends to do so.

This month is the anniversary of the 
beginning of the Pony Express and 
next July 20 there will be a re-run of 
the historic mail service by members 
of saddle clubs along the Missouri-to- 
California route. 

Among those helping with the obser- 
vance and the re-run are Lois McCord, 
Fairbury Commercial, and her brother, 
Leonard “Slim” McCord. Lois is secre- 
tary of the Blue Valley Wranglers 
saddle club and she and her brother 
have been active in the organization 
from the time it was formed. 

_They are helping in a local recogni- 
tion of the beginning of the Pony 
Express. Under this program, special 
envelopes containing literature on the 
history of the region, including that of 
Rock Creek Station—site of the “Wild 
Bill” Hickok killing of David McCanles 
—will be carried along the Pony Ex- 
press trail, by horseback. The mail will 
depart from the historic Rock Creek 
station south of Fairbury, be post- 
marked with a special Pony Express 
die, then dispatched by regular mail. 

One of these specially marked, pony- 
carried envelopes will be sent to any- 
one in the United States who sends a 
dollar to the Jefferson County Histor- 
ical Society at Fairbury. 

“Slim” doesn’t know yet if he’ll have 
an opportunity to ride in the re-enact- 
ment, but he’ll be ready if he does. He’s 
demonstrating his skill at quick-mount- 
ing as his sister holds the horse in the 
photo on the cover.

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Ted M. Ray Retires 


Ted M. Ray has retired from active 
service with the Company, effective 
March 28. His choice of retirement 
came after a sick- 
ness of several 
months, which had 
put him on the dis- 
ability list. 

Ray first started 
work for the Com- 
pany in November 
of 1920 as a help- 
er. He advanced 
through testman 
and third class com- 
binationman before 
resigning in 1922. 

In 1928 he was re-employed, as a 
groundman, and in 1929 he became a 
district manager clerk. In 1937 he be- 
came a district clerk and in 1941 a chief 
clerk. His bridged service is approxi- 
mately 33 years. 

During World War II, Ray served in 
the Navy, enlisting in March of 1942 
as a yeoman, first class. He was as- 
signed to the staff of Admiral “Bull” 
Halsey, putting him in a position to 
see and aid in many naval engagements 
in the Pacific theater. 

In May of 1944 Ray was given a pro- 
motion from chief yeoman to lieuten- 
ant, j.g., and received the distinction of 
being presented his commission by the 
admiral himself. 

At the end of the war, Ray returned 
to the Lincoln Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company in November of 1945, 
resuming his duties as district clerk at 
Beatrice. He has also been active in 
other affairs. In 1951 he was elected to 
the executive committee of the Pioneers 
organization. And in 1957 he was 
appointed to the post of district grand 
exalted ruler for Nebraska East in the 


Benevolent and Protective Order of 
Elks. 
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Just 100 years ago this month the 
Pony Express—a pioneer venture in 
swift communication—had its begin- 
ning. Hoofbeats of the racing riders 
echoed through several counties where 
now may be heard the singing of the 
wind in the lines of the Lincoln Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company. 


In its day the Pony Express seemed 
swift, as indeed it was, for the times. 
The chain of riders and horses made 
the trip in about 10 days, halving all 
previous overland mail time and third- 
ing the time by water. 


Prices were fantastic, even by today’s 
standards, with a charge of $5 per half 
ounce at first (later reduced to a 
dollar.) 

The famed Express had its beginning 
on April 3, 1860, as the first riders left 
St. Joseph, Mo., and Sacramento, Calif., 
on west-bound and east-bound runs. 

First rider entered LT&T territory on 
the next day, heading westward. As 
nearly as can be determined, the Pony 
Express followed the old Oregon Trail. 
This entered Nebraska, cutting across 
what is now a corner of Gage county, 
running through Jefferson and Thayer 
counties, cutting across Nuckolls, Clay 
and Adams counties and leaving the 
LT&T area at the west border of Clay 
County, a short distance south of the 
Platte river. 

The famed mail run was set up by 
the firm of Russell, Majors and Waddell 
of Leavenworth, Kan. They laid out 190 
relay stations and hired 400 employees. 
For the motive power, they had some- 
thing like 480 horses. 

The Express lasted just 18 months, 
flving way to the faster telegraph. In 
that time the service reportedly lost 
about $400,000. It cost $100,000 to set 
up and equip and $30,000 a month to 
operate. 

Like modern communications com- 
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panies, Russell, Majors and Waddell 
realized that they had to have the best 
in order to provide fast service. They 
spent $200 on each mount in order to 
obtain the best horses available. They 
instructed their riders to depend on the 
superior speed of their mounts rather 
than their guns. 

Young men, preferably orphans, were 
hired as riders. Like modern telephone 
men, they were devoted to providing 
fast communication. To assure that they 
would be a credit to the firm, the Pony 
Express owners required each to take 
an oath not to use profane language, 
drink intoxicating liquor, or to quarrel 
or fight with other employees. Each 
was presented with a Bible. 

They were regarded as heroes of 
their times, a respect which has carried 
over to the present. 

This summer there will be a re-run

of the Pony Express, with riders of 
saddle clubs taking part in the affair. 
In Nebraska, the Sheriff's Posse is 
making arrangements to carry mail in 
the re-run. One of the LT&T Lincoln 
employees, Bob Ross, a member of the 
organization, will assist. The Posse will 
cooperate with saddle clubs along the 
route, filling in with their own riders 
where necessary. 

The plan is to have nine or 10 riders 
in a county to cover the 500 miles of 
trail in the state. Each will ride about 
five miles in 30 minutes to make the 
trip on schedule. 

Thus, briefly, the trail will again 
come alive with the beat of galloping 
horses and mail will actually transverse 
the area, slung from one horse to 
another, in commemoration of the 
determined communication carriers of 
a century ago.

Another Step of Progress as 


After nearly 56 years of bustling 
activity, the original Lincoln Telephone 
office building is now a lifeless shell. 
It and the 47-year-old general office 
building at 14th & M in Lincoln “‘died”’ 
last month as the last personnel moved 
over to the 15th & M building. 

Established in modern and attractive 
offices on the eighth floor of the new 
structure are Company officers. They 
moved out of the second floor 14th & 
M space from which the Company 
business had been directed for more 
than four and a half decades. 
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The 15th & M building looked like this in 1953 
when the first of three phases of construction was 
completed. 


In bright and pleasant quarters on 
third floor are the service operators 
and wire chief’s forces. They left the 
building where their departments had 
been quartered for more than a half 
century. 

These final moves brought the gener- 
al offices together in one building once 
again. 

The building space which most re- 
cently had been occupied by the wire 
chief and service operators was erected 
in 1903 when the Lincoln Telephone 
and Telegraph Company was organized. 
It was put into use by the newly 
formed company in June of 1904. This 
building, facing on 14th Street, between 
M and N, was sufficiently large to 
house the Company for about a decade. 
Then it became apparent that with the 
purchase by the independent company 
of Bell properties, an expansion would 
be in order. 

New general offices were constructed 
and occupied in 1913. The building on 
the corner of 14th & M Streets connect- 
ed with the original one and the two 
structures served for the next 40 years. 

In 1926 another story was added to 

the 14th & M building, bringing it to 
four floors. As it became apparent that 
even this space would not long remain 
sufficient, plans were formed, evolving 
until the construction of a warehouse 
and general shop building at 2ist & L 
was decided upon. 

By the late 1940s it again became 
apparent that the Company was ex- 
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panding rapidly and the quarters 
which had served through the depres- 
sion and war years would soon be out- 
grown. This marked the beginning of 
the 15th & M building. 


Three residence properties were pur- 
chased in 1948 and a couple of years 
later ground was broken for a new 
building, planned for erection in three 
sections. The first section, of three 
floors, was put into use in 1953, allevi- 
ating a crowded situation. 


The old 5 office was cut over to the 
new building in April of that year and 
a new 7 exchange was also added. Cen- 
tral District Plant offices, now called 
Lincoln Area Plant, moved over in 
June and the information board and 
the Company PABX system were cut 
over in November. A new toll board 
and related equipment was brought into 
service 1n December. 


The days of the old office building 
became numbered in 1958 as the exten- 
sion of the new building began. As the 
structure was pushed to eight stories 
in height, with an east wing of four 
stories, other departments began to 
move over from the old building. 


First to occupy space in the extended 
building was Data Processing. Gradual- 
ly other departments made the change 
as offices were finished, with the Lin- 
coln Business Office occupying new 
space in December of 1959. 

The final move, on March 18, marked 
the first time the original building and

the 14th and M location have been 
vacant since the time they were con- 
structed. Only a crew of plant men, 
removing for salvage remaining equip- 
ment, gave the building any life at 
all. They tore out equipment not saved 
for re-use, including a cable which had 
been installed in 1928 and 1929.

No Easy Task Is 
Wire Chief's Move 


By John Reed 


The Lincoln Wire Chief’s Depart- 
ment was the last of the various organ- 
ization units in the old Telephone 
Building at 14th & M Streets to be 
transferred to the new building. The 
move to new quarters in the east part 


of third floor was accomplished on 
March 19. 


The transfer of the department in- 
volved more than a mere shift of per- 
sonnel and furniture. Since a new ser- 
vice board will not be installed until 
late in this year, the old service board 
had to be moved to its new location. 
The size and weight of the six-position 
unit, which is built like a large and 
heavy table, made this a difficult task. 


The relay rack associated with the 
service board also had to be trans- 
ferred. This rack was located some 
distance away from the board and the 
connecting wires were in five cables of 
fifty pairs each, with two 11-pair 
power cables run through a conduit 
under the floor. It was necessary to cut 
the conduit and cables and pull out the 
cables before the service board and 
relay rack could be moved. At the new 
location, a portion of the cables had to 
be cut off to shorten the run and the 
conductors respliced. 


Since work at the service board is 
comparatively light over week-ends, 
the move was made on a Saturday. 
To take care of service to telephone 
customers on trouble complaints, six 
telephones were temporarily connected 


the 32,000 cable pairs which were individually cut at the old cable vault. 


to the incoming service trunks for the 
period that the board was not in use. 

The work of cutting the trunk cables 

was Started at 7:30 am. At 8:00 am., 
the service board was started on its 
lumbering way to the new building. 
It was too heavy and cumbersome to 
be taken up one of the regular eleva- 
tors, so the contractor’s temporary lift 
at the rear of the building was em- 
ployed to bring the board up to the 
third floor. 
By 9:15 am., the board was set up 
in its new quarters. The relay rack was 
brought in and bolted in place. Then 
followed the tedious task of splicing the 
250 pairs in the trunk cables. By 5:30 
p.m. of the same day, the service board 
was in operation. 

There was relatively little difficulty 
in transferring the test board and cable 
facilities sections to the new quarters. 
Seven new test board positions had 
been installed in the third floor room. 

There were five positions in the old 
building and these were multipled to 
the new positions. It was only a matter 
of moving the personnel and their fur- 
niture to the assigned room, and the 
testmen could then immediately start 
manning the new positions. After the 
move, the jumpers to the old positions 
were cut to take the obsolete units out 
of service. 

The most time-consuming part of the 
move involved the cutting of the pairs 
in the exchange cables in the vault 
under the big main distributing frame 
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Here are the seven 
a large “trouble board.”’ Both are on the third floor of the 15th & M

in the old building. Since the pairs 
on this frame are multipled to those on 
the new distributing frame in the other 
building, severing the cables with one 
cut would cause extensive service inter- 
ruptions. The only practical course was 
for the splicers to open the junction 
splices in the cables in the vault and 
cut each conductor of a total of 32,000 
pairs, one by one, and fan them out to 
avoid shorts and crosses. (The present 
main distributing frame on the first 
floor of the new building has 34,000 
pairs in use.) 

This tedious operation required one 
and a half days’ time for four men. 
Later, the splicers will remove half- 
taps at the cable splices at the 14th 
Street manhole to take out the multi- 
plied pairs. 

Attesting to the careful planning and 
skillful handling of the moving project 
by the personnel involved was the fact 
that only two cases of trouble resulted 
from the move. Every step of the equip- 
ment transfer was made with precision 
and the entire department was func- 
tioning smoothly by the end of the 
day.

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Everyone in the Lincoln Telephone 
and Telegraph organization is touched 
by the General Service Bureau, but the 
wide and growing scope of this section 
is, perhaps, little realized. 

With the addition of several new 
machines, the section has been taking 
on more responsibility. 


They’ve got your number over there, 
along with that of every other em- 
ployee and subscriber. In a few weeks, 
the Bureau will have the addressing of 
statements for the entire company, on 
a brand new “9300” Addressograph. 


This marvelous machine, now in use 
for several functions, takes a blank, 
prepared card, prints a number on it, 
code-punches the same number in the 
automatic machine style, puts an 
address and name on it, and, in some 
cases, an amount. 


And it ripples through a stack of 
cards at the rate of 6,000 an hour! 


The machine is and will be used to 
send bills for the system, address de- 
linquent and reminder notices, payroll 
checks and dividend checks. Because 
of its swift operation, it can take over 
some of the tasks previously handled 
by local commercial departments.

by a pair of machines. One, a keyboard 
device, perforates a narrow oiled tape. 
The other is operated by this tape and 
automatically makes plates, guided by 
the holes in the paper. 


The General Service Bureau takes 
prepared statements, checks, or notices 
and runs them through another 
remarkable machine, a Pitney-Bowes 
device which slips up to four different 
pieces in each envelope, seals it, post- 
age meters it, and stacks up the pieces 
for bundling in a tying machine and 
sacking for mailing. 


The machine handles about 108 pieces 
a minute and keeps a man pretty busy 
filling the hoppers. It requires only 20 
minutes to “set up from scratch” for 
an operation. 


Mail which doesn’t come under the 
bulk postage rates is handled out of 
a mail room. It is wrapped, if necessary, 
weighed, metered and sent out. In- 
coming mail is sorted by a crew of 
“mail girls’ who distribute it around 
the Lincoln buildings and pick up out- 
going items. These messengers also 
handle inter-office communications. 

There’s a regular print shop in the 
Bureau too, where many of the forms 
and materials used by the Company 
are prepared. Recently added was a 
Vari-typer, which has 20 styles and 
sizes of type faces. Appearing much 
like a typewriter, the machine produces 
a “typed” copy, automatically adjust- 
ing spacing so that the right mar- 
gin is as straight and “flush” as the 
left. From this “typed” material a 
Zerox plate is made for reproduction 
on the two offset presses.

Also in the print shop are the trim- 
ming and punching machines, plus 
binding and padding equipment. 

Another revolutionary job being exe- 
cuted by the General Service Bureau 
is that of microfilming Company re- 
cords. This innovation makes it possible 
for the Company to record the entire 
contents of 2% file drawers (10,000 
letter-size documents) on a single 100- 
foot roll of microfilm. A 10-drawer film 
file of such rolls can contain 10 million 
microfilm images. 


If the records themselves had to be 
stored, a whole floor of the 15th & 
M building would have to be devoted 
to records alone. But the 100-1 reduc- 
tion will solve this storage problem. 
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It looks almost the same from the 
outside. But on the inside—what a 
change. 

That’s the situation at the Ware- 
house at 2lst & L Streets in Lincoln 
with a full-scale remodeling job in 
progress. When it is complete, prob- 
ably by the early part of June, the 
change will be so great that anyone 
who hasn’t kept up with the alterations 
will be lost as soon as he steps inside. 

Result of the renovation will be a 
more pleasant, attractive, and efficient

Mead was cut over to a seven-digit 
dialing system and a new telephone 
building on April 5. The automatic-to- 
automatic cutover involved a change 
from a 100-line all-relay Automatic 
Electric rotary type board to a 200-line 
Type II Automatic Electric step-by- 
step system. 


The new gear is contained in a new 
building, about a half block from the 
old one. 

Changeover of the ordinarily un- 
manned office took only moments as 
the heat coils were pulled out at the 
old building and fiber spacers jerked 
from the new equipment, cutting it into 
service.

Micro-wave equipment on the ninth 
floor of the 15th & M building took a 
long eight-foot move March 26, to its 
permanent location. For several hours 
the 46 microwave circuits to Wahoo, 
David City and Columbus were out of 
service. 


The move was from the corrugated 
metal shack “tied” to the side of the 
micro-wave tower atop the loth & M 
building. Since installation of the 
micro-wave toll service, the bay relays 
and tubes have been located there. 


As the building was extended up- 
ward, it was constructed around the 
tower and the shack was eventually 
enclosed on the ninth floor. Now the 
equipment is in its permanent position 
in a room adjoining the tower and will 
be joined later by additional equipment 
serving television and radio telephone 
needs. 


The change included installation of 
a new wave guide, an air-tight tube 
ordered especially for the purpose. 


Micro-wave circuits went out of 
action at 11 p.m. Saturday, March 26 
as the re-location was started. LT&T 
radio experts moved in to make the 
switch. Men were stationed at Brain- 
ard, Wahoo and David City at 6 a.m. 
Sunday morning to set the levels on 
the equipment and the circuits were 
going again at 7 a.m. Sunday morning. 


Service was not completely inter- 
rupted. There were four wire circuits 
operating to Wahoo, two to David City, 
and five to Columbus during the period 
the micro-wave was being moved. 


Although the critical shift of equip- 
ment came at the “slack” weekend 
hours, several weeks of preparatory 
work preceded the actual move of the 
tubes and relays. Everything was done 
in preparation that it was possible to 
do, so as to make the change as swift 
as possible and the interruption in the 
Mmicro-wave service of short duration. 


The move was the first for the equip- 
ment since it was put into use in 1954. 
In its new location, the electronic gear 
will eventually be expanded to include 
more service.

Now, that’s just about the attitude 
of modern-day telephone men. When 
a storm strikes, plant men are quickly 
on the job, patching up the nerves of 
communication. 


When there is some other type of 
emergency, operators rapidly step into 
the gap, often playing detective in 
order to dispatch aid to someone. When 
some customer develops a_ tangled 
telephone problem, the engineers take 
over, devising or adapting equipment 
to meet the need. 


Of course great personal risk is no 
longer a traveling companion of the 
men and women who make swift com- 
munication possible. 


The Lincoln Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company has a fine safety pro- 
gram in force, aimed at keeping the 
hazards at a minimum. These safe con- 
ditions have become so much a matter 
of course that perhaps we are inclined 
to take them for granted. 


This train of thought brings up the 
speculation that Plant Superintendent 
Max Walker would probably faint dead 
away if anyone suggested that the men 
under him ought to work under even 
a third of the risks accepted as part of 
the job by the old Express riders. 


Progress, in the form of telegraph 
lines, put the Pony Express out of 
business after only 18 months, and 
while the nostalgia generated by 
elapsed years brings a nod or two of 
regret that the glamor of the old run 
is a thing of the past, more sensible 
thinking brings a shudder of relief. 


We all are really pretty happy that 
the communications workers of today 
don’t have to fight Indians, ford 
streams, outrun prairie fires, or live 
under the primitive conditions which 
existed in the LT&T territory 100 years 
ago. 


Lincoln Telephone News 
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Our Cover 


Shown above is a slight variation of 
our cover picture. Instead of the low- 
angle, side-view of the Brainard micro- 
wave tower that is shown on the cover 
the editor picked this view, taken look- 
ing straight up the inside of the struc- 
ture. 


The optical illusion effect of “hang- 
ing” triangles inside the tower is af- 
forded by the alternate red and white 
sections of the steelwork. 


On the cover, the three reflectors 
which catch and deflect micro-wave 
signals to and from Lincoln, David City, 
and Wahoo can be clearly seen at the 
top of the tower. Closer to earth, and 
more prominent in size, are the huge 
“dishes” mounted on the micro-wave 
building at the base of the tower. 


Both photos were taken with a 4 by 
5 Crown Graphic, using a 90 mm wide- 
angle lens. Exposure was 1/200th at £22 
on Royal Pan film. 
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NEWS Goes 


To Homes 


Starting with this issue, LT&T folks 
are getting special attention in a new 
way. For the first time since it was es- 
tablished 45 years ago, the Telephone 
News is being mailed directly to em- 
ployees. 

Up to now, the magazine has been 
carried or sent in bulk to the various 
exchanges and departments, where em- 
ployees picked up the copies. Now In- 
dividual copies are being mailed to the 
homes of LT&T people. 


It will cost a little more to do this— 
about $30 a month for additional post- 
age—but it is felt that the advantages 
are great enough to more than offset 
this. 


For one thing, it will assure spouses 
(or children) of employees an oppor- 
tunity to read The Telephone News. 
It was never quite certain how many of 
the magazines found their way home 
from work—and the Company certainly 
wants the whole family to read The 
News. 


It will also assure that no employee 
misses getting his News simply because 
he forgot to pick it up, or, if he is new, 
that he didn’t know he could have one. 


For the present, the magazines will 
be mailed out in envelopes, the same 
as have been used to send The News to 
retired people and others interested in 
the organization. After the current sup- 
ply of envelopes is exhausted, a blank 
space will be provided on the back 
cover of the magazine, where the ad- 
dress will be imprinted. 


This system is used to address most 
“house” magazines and these commonly 
travel all over the United States with 
no serious damage. 

A less obvious change in the distribu- 
tion of The News is the asssuming of 
the mailing responsibilities by LT&T’s 
General Service Bureau. Up to this 1s- 
sue, addressing and mailing was per- 
formed by the printers, The Nebraska 
Farmer. 

Because the General Service Bureau 
has adequate facilities for mailing the 
magazine, and already maintains a Hst 
of addresses for employees, it seems 
more efficient to have the bureau mail 
The News in addition to the many other 
pieces it sends out. 

The Company’s Addressograph sys- 
tem of mailing will be used in main- 
taining the mailing list of the magazine 
and in stamping the addresses on the 
envelopes. Later, the equipment will 
stamp the proper address directly on 
the back of the magazine. 

It’s a big change for The News and 
we are sure that it will result in greater 
convenience for the LT&T “family” of 
employees.

On Monday evening April 18, 1960, 
430 employees of 15 Lincoln firms were 
presented with Safe Driving Certifi- 
cates at the 28th Annual Safe Driver 
Banquet sponsored by the Lincoln Ki- 
wanis Club at the Cornhusker Hotel. 
LT&T had 112 employees who were en- 
titled to receive certificates for their 
safe driving performance in 1959. 

The Kiwanis organization has been 
promoting a traffic safety program 
since 1932 for commercial vehicle driv- 
ers in Lincoln. The drivers are awarded 
certificates attesting to their safe driv- 
ing performance for the period that 
they were free from chargeable traffic 
accidents. 

Under the rules of the Kiwanis Club, 
any Lincoln firm operating commercial 
vehicles, taxi cabs, buses or passenger 
cars on firm business is eligible to par- 
ticipate in this program. Drivers of 
motor vehicles for the various firms 
that participate in the program and 
who meet the requirements of the pro- 
gram are honored at a public dinner. 
The drivers are awarded certificates 
recognizing their good record for the 
year. A typical certificate is illustrated 
on this page. 

To qualify for the certificates, the 
drivers must have been employed in 
the particular classification for the full 
calendar year previous to the award. 
In addition, his record must be free 
from any accident resulting in personal 
injury or property damage. If he had 
an accident, a company officer must 
certify that the driver was in no way 
personally responsible for the accident. 

We are proud of the fact that two 
of our drivers, A. T. Albers, and A. C. 
King of the Lincoln Area Plant were 
awarded certificates for 28 years of ac- 
cident-free driving, covering the en- 
tire period that the Kiwanis Club proj- 
ect has been in effect.

Two LT&T men came through with 
logical thinking and Swift action in re- 
cent months as the Hand of Providence 
put them in the right spot to alleviate 
suffering or avoid the loss of life. 

As a result of their action, Sidney M. 
Carr and Ervin D. Mather were pre- 
sented Frank H. Woods awards—the 
second and third to be given out—in 
a ceremony on April 8. 

“We're proud of you,’ declared 
Thomas C: Woods, Jr., president of the 
Company as he made the presentations 
in the directors room on the eighth 
floor of the 15th & M building. He 
handed over handsomely bound leather 
folders containing the awards. 

Mather received the Frank H. Woods 
bronze medal, along with a cash award 
of $250, for the saving of the life of 
Mrs. George D. Shellberg of Weeping 
Water. 

Carr received a Frank H. Woods 
certificate of merit and a cash award of 
$25 for assisting in the bringing of med- 
ical aid to Mrs. Alice F. Cook of Peru.

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answered a fire alarm at the Schellberg 
home and learned that the woman was 
still in the burning fume-filled house. 
He donned breathing apparatus and 
entered the house with another fireman. 
After a search, he found Mrs. Schell- 
berg, unconscious, in an upstairs stor- 
age room. She was in severe shock, 
discolored, and had a bad neck cut. 

In spite of the fact that his breathing 
apparatus was not working properly, 
he carried the woman downstairs and 
out of the house, then constantly 
checked her breathing enroute to a 
doctor. 

Mrs. Schellberg eventually recovered, 
after treatment at Weeping Water and 
considerable hospitalization at Bryan 
Memorial hospital in Lincoln. 

The chain of events leading to the 
other recognized act started at the 
Peru central office where Carr had 
gone on a trouble report. He was mak- 
ing a routine check after clearing the 
reported trouble and noticed a signal 
light indicating a receiver ,off the 
hook: He tried to reach the party’ but 
failed. Because there is no “howler” at

Peru, he called personally at the resi- 
dence and heard someone moaning in- 
side the house. He summoned a neigh- 
bor who helped him search for an un- 
locked door or window. 


Failing in this, Carr put his shoulder 
to the front door and crashed his way 
in, where he found the elderly Mrs. 
Cook—victim of a stroke—lying moan- 
ing on the floor, the telephone nearby 
where it had been knocked or pulled. 

The LT&T man learned the name of 
the woman’s doctor, called him, then 
made Mrs. Cook as comfortable as pos- 
sible with a pillow and blankets until 
she could be taken to a hospital. 


It was the first time for each to face 
such an emergency. Mather said that 
it was the first time that he or any 
other members of the department had 
been called upon to remove someone 
from a burning home. Carr said that 
in all of his routine checks of equip- 
ment, he has never before found a 
stricken person in the home. 


Mather, 30, is a combinationman at 
Weeping Water. He has been with 
LT&T since 1949. He is a former secre- 
tary of the fire department and has

with him—Marvin Pilfold and L. H. 
Lane. 


Carr, 53, is a combinationman at 
Auburn. He has been with the Com- 
pany since 1948. Recently he was one 
of two telephone men on the scene of 
an accident where he helped render 
first aid, then used a test set to sum- 
mon relatives to assume care of a 
woman who had received minor in- 
juries in the mishap. 


Both men were completely surprised 
at being nominated for the awards. 
They said they considered the action 
their duty, and Carr seemed to sum 
up their attitude by declaring that the 
only thing that occurred to him was to 
do the “humanitarian” thing. 


As a result of the two awards, Mather 
and Carr got their first tour of the 
new 15th & M Lincoln building, ap- 
peared on a KOLN-TV newscast (on 
film) and were treated to a luncheon 
by the Company: 


They were second and third to re- 
ceive awards under a program estab- 
lished by the board of directors in 1958 
aS a memorial to Frank H. Woods, 
founder of the Company. 


The awards range from a certificate 
of merit, accompanied by a $25 cash 
gift, to a gold award, accompanied by 
$2,500. All are given in recognition of 
acts of extraordinary service that are 
not a part of assigned duties. Such acts 
may involve the protection or restora- 
tion of telephone service, saving of life 
or property, alleviation of human suf- 
fering, or some other outstanding ac- 
complishment in public service. 


Purpose of the Woods Awards is to 
recognize those instances of employee 
deeds which are so noteworthy as to 
deserve recognition more tangible and 
enduring than the spontaneous compli- 


ments of their associates and friends. 


First man to receive a Woods Award 
was Francis E. Smith, who was instru- 
mental in saving the life of a 4-year-old 
Lincoln girl who had been struck by a 
truck. No particular schedule of awards 
has been set up. Rather, they are made 
as such acts of service worthy of recog- 
nition may occur.

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Selective Ringing in Effect 
For Waverly Rural Subscribers 


Selective ringing went into effect for 
Waverly rural subscribers April 27, as 
$24,000 worth of new central office 
equipment was cut into operation. 

The change came at 8:30 a.m. as a 
cable was cut and fiber spacers pulled, 
allowing the new equipment to func- 
tion. 

A crew of 22 combinationmen went 
to work immediately, hooking up syn- 
chromatic ringing phones and testing 
them out through the central office. 

The 24 rural lines were converted be- 
fore noon. During the interim, it was

Change in Order? 


One of the benefits available to 
the employees is a group life in- 
surance plan. In order to receive 
the benefits of this plan for his 
family, an employee must keep 
the policy up to date in regard to 
beneficiary. 

At any time he may designate 
a new beneficiary simply by fil- 
ing a written request for such 
change. 

This is especially important for 
a newly married employee who 
will wish to have his spouse 
named as beneficiary. Death of a 
wife or husband, re-marriage, and 
other circumstances usually call 
for a change in the designated 
beneficiary. 

This is a most important aspect 
of your group life insurance, since 
the insurance can make payment 
only to a properly designated 
beneficiary. There have been in- 
stances in which the insurance 
proceeds were not paid to wives, 
for example, because the de- 
ceased employee had failed to ex- 
ecute a change of beneficiary 
form. 

Those desiring to make such a 
revision, may obtain the neces- 
sary forms from their supervisor.

A small, but vital, part of the vast 
defense program of the United States 
is filled by the Lincoln Telephone and 
Telegraph Company. LT&T provides a 
communications link which is neces- 
sary to coordinate the three sites of the 
Offutt missile complex. 


Installed at the Mead missile site is 
a building full of complex telephone 
equipment which is part of the com- 
munications nerves of the defense sys- 
tem. 

In cooperation with Northwestern 
Bell, LT&T thus helps link, via micro- 
wave, the missile sites in the Offutt 
complex. This gives the missilemen a 
private and specialized communications 
system. 


Although the general purpose is the 
same as that of ordinary telephone 
equipment—to provide swift and cer- 
tain communications between points—

little of the telephone gear on the 
Mead site can be interchanged with the 
public telephone system equipment. 

Used in sending messages to different 
sites are four Western Electric TJ 
micro-wave units. Channelizing equip- 
ment of the ON carrier type provides 
up to 97 channels. 

Protecting this vital nerve center are 
alarms on practically every piece of 
equipment. In fact, an alarm is turned 
on at a central location when you sim- 
ply open the door to the building hous- 
ing the communications gear! 

Any telephone man entering the 
building (and only authorized and 
cleared people can even get on the 
grounds) is required to immediately 
call Northwestern Bell and indentify 
himself properly. 

No expense has been spared to make 
the system as dependable as possible 
and there are thousands of dollars 
worth of test equipment in the building. 
One tester alone is worth about $5,000.

Company Provides a Vital

There are three battery systems to 
operate the various equipment should 
the wired-in power fail. There is a 130- 
volt bank for the channelizing equip- 
ment; a 48-volt set for similar gear; and 
a 36-volt system to run inverters. 


If the power fails, the equipment is 
automatically switched to the auxil- 
iary batteries in a milli-fraction of a 
second. This is so rapid that you might 
not even notice the change if carrying 
on a telephone conversation at the 
time. 


The building housing the telephone 
equipment is completely air condi- 
tioned and electrically heated, in order 
to protect the sensitive and delicate 
equipment it houses. 
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An idea of the scope of the invest- 
ment in our country’s security is given 
by the fact that among the pieces of 
equipment in the telephone system are 
eight tubes, each worth over $600 and 
guaranteed for 12,000 hours.

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Traffic Load Up 


Growing like an adolescent, LT&T’s traffic load has been 
setting new records this spring, putting the pressure on 
operators and installers of additional positions. 

Hardest hit in the 22-county territory was the Lincoln 
area, where 10 new operating positions have been installed. 
(There will be another four on top of these by the time 
you read this, or soon after.) 


Taking care of from 120 to 150 busy-hour completed 
calls, the 10 new positions have gone a long way towards 
improving handling of the present toll traffic. They will 

ive toll capacity of about 690 to 725 busy-hour completed 
calls in Lincoln. 

Practically as soon as they were hooked up and ready 
to use, the boards were put into service. The day after the 
added positions were installed, there were 64 operators 
working at the same time in Unit I. There probably would 
have been 66 at their posts, except that installers were us- 
ing two of the old positions in connection with the work 
on the four new ones which will soon be completed. 


Although growth is expected, and prepared for, the cur- 
rent surge in the Lincoln toll traffic was a bit earlier and 
bigger than anticipated. Peak in April came on Monday the 
llth when there were 12,093 calls offered and 9,162 com- 
pleted. Lincoln alone generated 7,756 of these. 

Last year the busy season was in July and early August, 
with a rush in October also. If this pattern holds true 
again this year, there could be a whopper of a summer 
ahead. 

Looking ahead, the General Traffic department has al-

ready ordered 10 more positions, to be installed by June 1, 
1961 (sconer if possible.) 


Reasons for the boom in the telephone traffic are 
somewhat obscure, but business is good in most lines and 
the increase in the number of phone calls may well be 
a reflection of this fact. A bigger load has been put on 
Unit I as a result of the assuming of the handling of long 
distance calls from several of the communities in the LT&T 
area. These include the Auburn, David City, Hebron and 
Wahoo areas in addition to the Lincoln area. 


What’s in the future? Well, nobody knows for sure, 
but this will give you an idea: 


In 1959 Lincoln (and tributary) toll calls amounted to 
1,958,000. In 1960, it is estimated, this figure will be up to 
2,117,000—or an increase of 47,000. 


And the growth story is similar over the entire territory. 
In 1960, rough estimates are that there will be about six 
million calls handled. The “big month” for the territory 
during last year was 493,000 messages, while in 1960 it is 
likely to hit about 528,000. These figures include calls 
generated by connecting companies. 

These are just estimates, but they indicate one thing 
for certain—that we can look forward to continuing in- 
creases in the use of telephones and telephone services.

A Luxury? 


Each month telephone users pay 
Uncle Sam a federal excise tax of 10 
per cent of their bill on local service. It 
is the only utility on which they pay 
such a “luxury” tax—although no 
stretch of the imagination can classify 
the telephone as a luxury. 


Among those hit by this tax are 
elderly and ailing people, who usually 
have limited incomes, and who des- 
perately need telephone service for 
communication. Many others, espe- 
cially those in work which puts them 
on emergency call, find the telephone 
an absolute necessity. 


If no contradictory action is taken 
by Congress, the “temporary” tax 
(which has lasted 18 years) will go out 
of existence June 30. This would be in 
accordance with a decision made last 
year by the lawmakers to allow the 
tax to die. 


However, there has been consider- 
able talk among the congressmen 
towards retaining the tax—an action 
which would certainly be totally in- 
compatible with the recent action slic- 
ing the night club luxury tax from 
20 down to 10 per cent.

Dial Conversions have been blooming 
like posies in June among the smaller 
independent telephone companies in 
the LT&T area. 


Right in the midst of modernizing to 
dial is the Glenwood Telephone Com- 
pany. This month it converted Law- 
rence (on the 14th), but it has been in- 
volved in other conversions all year. 
Norman went to dial January 10; Hol- 
stein February 10; Roseland March 22;

Annual gross revenue in the amount 
of $14,869.30 has been added to the 
income of the Company in the first 
four months of 1960 through the em- 
ployee sales program. Of this amount, 
$4,960.85 was in sales made in April.

With the conversion of the Lincoln Area, LT&T is now 
completely changed over to the new elctronic billing of 
subscriber’s accounts. The new system will result in a 
number of far-reaching economies in time and actual 
money. 

Much duplication of bookkeeping is eliminated, re- 
mailing of bills is no longer done; payments are sent di- 
rectly to a remittance center in Lincoln and the general 
operation is centralized and thus made more efficient. 

Just a year ago, on June 11, 1959, the first trial of the 
new machine billing system was put into effect at Bea- 
trice, which served as a “pilot” area. Instead of the cur- 
rently used card bill, a paper bill was used for Beatrice. 

As a result of the Beatrice trial, a number of technical 
changes were made in the rather complex revision of bill- 
ing. Magnifying the problems was the fact that LT&T 
Opened up a new field for this type of operation, being the 
first telephone company to adopt a 650 computer system 
for telephone customer billing and the first computer 
system in the telephone industry to utilize a 9300 Ad- 
dressograph machine. The Company is a pioneer in this 
field. 

Last October the actual cutover to the more efficient 
system was started, with new areas cut over every billing

period. By December 26, 1959 all except the Lincoln Area 
were changed. The first of this month brought Lincoln 
into the “fold” with the rest of the territory, and the old 
billing system is now a thing of the past. 

Along with the new type of customer bill comes a 
change in the system of mailing statements and receiving 
payments. 

Prior to the change bills were prepared and sent in 
bundles to commercial offices and the offices re-mailed them 
to individual subscribers. Now the new bill is mailed di- 
rectly from the General Service Bureau to each subscriber. 
Then instead of payments being directed to local commer- 
cial offices or collection agents, they are mailed to the 
remittance center. 

By mailing the statements directly to the subscribers, 
it is possible to set up a vastly more efficient system of 
mailing. Bulk rates can be used and huge numbers of bills 
and literature stuffed into statement envelopes with lit- 
tle effort by the use of modern equipment. 

This results in less work for local business offices, by 
discontinuing the practice of re-mailing statements and 
the adoption of the direct mailing of many of the re- 
mittances to Lincoln. 

There is also another advantage. That is the reduction

in the amount of idle money in depository banks. Where 
previously money was collected by the business offices, 
deposited in local depository banks, then withdrawn by 
the treasurer with a period of many days before it was 
available for use by the Company, the new system is much 
swifter. 

If a customer mailed his remittance yesterday, ordinar- 
ily it would be received in the remittance center in Lin- 
coln today. It would immediately be deposited and the 
money made available for use. 

In a company such as ours, which often finds it neces- 
sary to borrow money, this represents an important sav- 
ings in interest. 

Local business offices are also relieved of the task of 
preparing bank collections, a task which is now done cen- 
trally and in a much steamlined manner. They also have 
a much simplified collection report, with no listing in 
book form. Posting payments to accounts is no longer 
duplicated at the local commercial offices. 

The system also simplifies the treasurer’s and account- 
ing work all the way along. 

Under the old system, bills had been printed and ad- 
dressed in the General Service Bureau. Then they were 
sent to Accounting, where a billing machine was used to 
print the billed amounts on the subscribers portion and 
the commercial and accounting stubs. | 

In a separate operation, toll tickets were microfilmed. 
Then these and the prepared bills were bundled up and 
sent to exchanges for re-mailing. 

Now the General Service Bureau addresses the IBM 
cards; the IBM machines print the billing amounts, in- 
cluding toll charges up to 16 calls; and the card bills are 
sent to a General Service Bureau mailing room where 
they are prepared for sending to subscribers. 

Each bill stub has the telephone number and amount 
punched into them. When the IMB stub is returned with 
the bill payment, it is fed into a machine and reproduced 
into a full size IBM card for processing. If a part payment 
Or payment without a stub is involved, a paper substitute 
receipt is made out and from this a full size card is key 
punched and Key verified. so 

In order to get this complex change in billing accom- 
plished, the Data Processing Center has put in many man 
hours. 

An indication of the huge task is given by these tigures: 

A quarter of a million local service cards had to be 
key punched and key verified for billing records; more 
than 100,000 Addressograph plates had to be prepared for 
a customer address file; more than 100,000 accounts receiv- 
able cards had to be prepared and listed; about 60,000 cards 
had to be prepared for bank collections; and about 50,000 
had to be readied for miscellaneous purposes. 

Another idea of the vast amount of paper work is given 
by the fact that approximately one and a quarter tons 
of scrap paper emanates from the Data Processing De- 
partment each month! 

Although it has been a big task, the Company is gain- 
ing in efficiency of operation and already other telephone 
firms are taking steps to follow suit.

~ Machines That 


Make Decisions 


Vast changes are taking place in many industries as machines 
are developed to do complicated tasks once performed slowly and 
laboriously by individuals. The end result is greater production and, 
frequently, a new ability to perform tasks which were previously 


not practical. 


With the addition of a data processing section, complete with 
digital computers, our Accounting Department is a concrete ex- 
ample of this trend towards letting machines carry the drudgery. 

In this article, Larry Connealy, data processing center man- 
ager, explains what a digital computer does and how it is differ- 


ent from the old calculator-and-operator method. 


Although every effort has been made to reduce the story to 
layman’s language, it is practically impossible to eliminate all of 
the unique terms and vocabulary which have sprung into use in 
conjunction with the operation of the electronic “brains.”

A digital computer differs from a desk calculator and 
its human operator in that all the instructions for a com- 
putation are prepared in a coded program before any of 
the instructions are carried out. There are several impor- 
tant implications of this fact. Often decisions must be 
made in the middle of a computation. 

For example, it may be necessary to carry out one 
series of operations if “A” is greater than “B,” but an- 
other set of operations if “B” is greater than “A.” If a desk 
calculator is used, it is the human operator who compares 
“A” and “B” and decides what to do next. A computer 
must be capable of deciding its own course of action with- 
out human help. 

A set of program steps branching from the primary 
sequence of operations is called a sub routine. If the sub 
routine is to be repeated several times it is called a loop. 
A loop cannot be repeated indefinitely, and so the machine 
must be capable of deciding when to stop. 

Thus, machine loop control necessitates machine de- 
cision-making. Data and instructions are kept in the stor- 
age (or memory) of the machine. This means that the 
machine must be able to modify its own storage without 
human help. 

The main features of a computer are (1) the ability of 
the machine to make decisions, (2) the ability to contro] 
loops, (3) the ability to modify its own storage, and (4) the 
ability to deal with stored instructions and data in the 
coded machine language. 

Another feature which distinguishes a computer from 
a desk calculator is that the computer is not restricted to 
arithmetic operations. Through its decision-making ability, 
a computer is able to play chess, manipulate series of sym- 
bols in algebraic and logical formulas, classify, and sort. 

An illustration of the computer programming methods 
is the following routine for obtaining the sum of all the 
consecutive numbers from n to m, whatever n and m may 
be. It will be necessary to write a program with two blank 
storage positions, one for n and the other for m. We can 
get this sum for a given n and m by storing these numbers 
in the two respective blank storage positions and then 
letting the machine go through the routine. 


To perform this computation, the machine will take n, 
add n plus 1 to that, add n plus 2 to that, add n plus three 
to that, etc., until it has added in the last number, m. The 
operations are a variable number of repetitions with slight 
variations. A loop is necessary, and the program must pro- 
vide for the machine deciding when to come out of the 
loop. 

For those who wish to trace the action of the machine, 
here is the formula: 

Let i vary from n to m consecutively over the numbers. 

Let c vary over the consecutive values of the sum. 

At the beginning of the computation i equals n and c 
equals o; at the end of the computation, 1 equals m and: 

c equals the sum of all the consecutive numbers from 
n to m. 

m equals the sums of i. 

i equals n. 

In the schematic flow chart shown on this page, the 
computation sequence is in the order indicated by the 
arrows. Each box shows the operation performed at that 
point. The box listing “m is greater than i?” is the de- 
cision-making step. The machine decides, on the basis of 
the answer to the question, whether to repeat the loop or 
to print the value of c.

Giutomatic Voice 


Most telephone users in Lincoln 
know that if they dial HE 2-9211 
a pleasant, resonant voice will 
answer with the correct time and 
temperature, preceded by an ad- 
vertising blurb for The National 
Bank of Commerce. 

Providing this service is a bay 
of automatic equipment mounted 
in the second floor switchroom of 
the 15th & M building. The gear 
belongs to the Audichron Com- 
pany, which provides the service. 

Each day the equipment is 
checked against Western Union 
time to make sure it is giving out 
accurate information. And minor 
servicing is performed daily by 
LT&T personnel. Audichron men 
give more major servicing at reg- 
ular intervals. 

The compact bay of equipment 
replaces a large box of intricate 
mechanism which was formerly 
used to give only the time. The 
new set-up includes a thermome- 
ter mounted high on the micro- 
wave tower atop the building. 
Readings from this device are 


“piped” down to an instrument 
and control panel which gives a 
visual reading and also controls 
the automatic voice reporting the 
weather. 

There are 12 different recorded 
messages on the device. These are 
“taped” on a drum. Likewise, the 
time and temperature are pre- 
recorded and selected at the mo- 
ment of a call to accurately report 
the data. 

The machine never gets out of 
time, says Hugo Staley, foreman, 
unless the equipment goes on 
emergency power, which doesn’t 
always cycle quite as accurately 
as the ordinarily-used alternating 
current. 

It can handle 10 calls at one 
time over 10 trunks. Equipment is 
ready for two additional trunks 
if they should be required and 
there is space for a total of 20 in 
the bay. 

The device averages over 6,000 
calls a day! Peaks come on work- 
ing days, with drop-offs on holi- 
days.

Training to give 


The Breath 
Of Life 


by J. S. Reed 


50,000 LIVES” 

This was the title of a color movie shown to Plant De- 
partment employees during May. As the title implies, 
50,000 people are said to die needlessly every year because 
of asphyxia or breathing failure. Proper resuscitation 
methods could have prevented this tragic and needless loss 
of lives. 

The November, 1959 issue of The News carried a story 
on the new mouth-to-mouth resuscitation technique and 
the alternative and more acceptable mouth-to-airway pro- 
cedure. Although the method is much simpler than the 
older manual resuscitation technique, it is important to 
properly demonstrate the rescue breathing using the air- 
way. This was the reason for holding the meetings at 
various points in LT&T territory. 

At these meetings, following the movie, the mouth-to- 
airway resuscitation procedure was demonstrated by means 
of a specal training aid, named the “Breathe Life Trainer.” 
This device consists of a plastic bag or “lung” with tube, 
mouth mask, and expendable mouthpiece. The “victim” 
has the bag tied in place on his chest and lies on his back 
in the demonstration. The trainee then breathes into the 
mouthpiece in simulation of the actual mouth-to-airway

airway type of artificial respiration. Instead of breathing into the mock 
victim’s lungs, Darby is blowing into the chest bag, a type of practice 
which is sanitary and very realistic. 


resuscitation procedure. The instructor explains the proper 
technique and the trainee practices the method until he 
is certain of the proper procedure. 

Herman Studier, outside plant supervisor, conducted 
the demonstrations at the meetings with the assistance of 
J. W. Cruickshank of the General Plant Office. Thirty-five 
meetings were held in 20 towns throughout the territory. 
Personnel from other utility companies were invited to 
see the movie and demonstration along with our plant 
people. A total of 770 people attended the meetings.

sent a note of appreciation to The 
Lincoln Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany. 

Written on attractive “thank you” 
note paper, it was sent with the an- 
nounced purpose of thanking the Com- 
pany for the “wonderful prompt help 
the night we needed quick action and 
service which we received.” 


The note said: 

“T want to write of the quick service 
we received from the York operator 
the night my husband was stricken 
with a heart attack. 

“The lady that was calling for the 
doctor had the operator tell her this 
doctor was out of town. So I came to 
the phone and she was still there, 
knowing something was wrong, and I 
said ‘Dr. Karrer’ and just like that 
Dr. Karrer answered.

employee in length of service, except for the fact that he 
left the organization for a brief period about the time of 
the First World War. 

In spite of the break in his service, Mr. Hartley has 
achieved the impressive service record of 45 years and 
was honored for this at the customary luncheon, presided 
over by Vice President Merle M. Hale. 

Starting out at the age of 14 as a mailboy, Hartley sur- 
vived the humor of the early day workers, which included 
such pranks as filling of a small box with iron and other 
weighty materials. 

Hartley went to work in 1913, then, after several years, 
left LT&T, returning as a shopman in August of 1917. He 
stayed in the shop six weeks, then was transferred to draft- 
ing and later to commercial artist. 

Me has worked during the eras of such legendary tele- 
phone men as M. T. Caster, Frank Bagley (his first boss) 
and “Hi” Wheeler. 

His cartooning ability was displayed to employees a 
few months after the establishment of the Telephone News 
in 1915 and his efforts have appeared regularly since. 

Under the editorship of A. B. Gorman, Hartley was 
assistant editor of the employees magazine and in 1953 he 
became editor, a position he held until November of 1959 
when he was elevated to personnel supervisor. 

He is, perhaps, most recognized because of the “back 
page” cartoon which he originated and continues to draw.

A man’s house may be his castle, but 
in too many instances it may also 
be the scene of accidental tragedy for 
his family and himself. 

In 1958, the National Safety Council 
estimated that 27,000 people were 
killed in home accidents. And 4,000,000 
men, women and children were injured 
at home. 

Carelessness is usually the reason 
why someone at home is injured every 
eight seconds and a death takes place 
every 19 minutes. If homeowners and 
their families would follow these few 
simple rules, the terrible toll of need- 
less death, injury and property loss 
could be cut to infinitesimal propor- 
tions. 

1. Don’t overload electrical circuits. 
More than two cords plugged into one 
outlet constitute a fire threat. Cords 
should be in good condition, not 
kinked or frayed. And never yank 
plugs out of the wall by pulling on the 
cord—this may loosen the cord from 
the plug or damage the cord itself. 

2. Stairs should be properly lighted 
and clear. Children’s toys on stair- 
ways are areal menace to safety. 

3. Basements should be cleaned and 
kept clear of papers, paints, kerosene or 
other inflammable materials. If your 
furnace is near a wall, insulate the wall 
with metal or asbestos lining. 

4. Broken glass, razor blades, bottles, 
tin cans and other sharp waste should 
be discarded in closed containers. 

5. Medicines, insecticides and poisons 
should be kept in a locked medicine 
chest—out of reach of small children. 
Also matches, kitchen knives and tools 
should be inaccessible to youngsters. | 

6. Keep a number of flashlights in 
good running order for emergencies.

SAFETY FIRST—Changing fuses in the dark 
can cause serious accidents, so the young house- 
wife shown here is taking correct precautions. 
Flashlights should always be ready for emergency 
use, and the new rechargeable flashlights never

Life-Lite rechargeable flashlights, 
which never need conventional dry- 
cell batteries, provide constant protec- 
tion against power failures and other 
night time emergencies. 

7. In the kitchen, keep oven doors 
closed and pot handles turned in so 
that children will not be tempted to 
grasp them. Keep small children away 
from a stove at all times. 

8. Smoking in bed causes a large 
number of home fires—if you feel 
sleepy and lie down, don’t smoke. 

9. Forbid children to enter storerooms 
or attics and never enter an unlighted 
storage area without a flashlight. 

10. Never touch a radio or any other 
electrical outlet when in the bathtub 
or shower. It can mean instant electro- 
cution. And always disconnect your 
electric iron when you have to answer 
the phone or doorbell. 

If you can observe these simple 
safety rules, you can cut down the 
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WATCH YOUR STEP in the kitchen, seueekelly if 
baby’s toys are scattered on the floor. Oven 
doors should be closed if small children are 
nearby and pot handles turned toward the back 
of the stove, out of reach of the kiddies.

How's Your Insurance? 


Sometime or another we have all 
heard a story of the child who was 
deprived of his inheritance simply be- 
cause his father had forgotten to list 
the latest addition to his family in his 
will. 

Stop the average guy and he won't 
be concerned about this happening to 
his family because he doesn’t have a 
will. 

But he should be concerned. 

Because if he is like most men (and 
some women) he has considerable life 
insurance. And life insurance can be 
paid only to the beneficiary named in 
the policy or in revisions to it. 

There have been more instances than 
Company officers would care to re- 
member of widows or other survivors 
not receiving life insurance payment 
because the policy was not updated in 
regard to beneficiaries. 

The group life insurance made avail- 
able to employees is not automatically 
changed as the insured person under- 
goes changes in his family. It must be 
revised by him to keep it current. 

If you are insured under the group 
life program — and especially if you 
have been recently married, divorced, 
lost your partner or had additions to 
your family — you should check to see 
if the proper beneficiary is listed with 
the policy. 

Forms for revisions may be obtained 
from supervisors.

The Big Move

Newspaper headlines graphically 
portrayed the tribulations of a heavy 
machinery moving concern that was 
engaged to transport components of a 
huge nuclear reactor from Plattsmouth 
to Consumers Public Power District 
Sheldon Plant at Hallam. Typical 
headlines told the story as follows: 

June 15—‘‘Atomic Gear: Equipment 

is Tomorrow’s, Transport 
is Yesterday’s.” 
June 19—“From Ship to Shore, It’s a 
Weighty (80 tons) Prob- 
lem. Turtles May Pass A- 
Reactor.” 

June 23—“Hefty Rural Traveler 
Rolls Into Field.” 

June 24—‘“Hallam or Bust!” 

June 25—“Reactor Housing Over 177 
(Highway).” 

June 26—“This One Made It, Any- 

way.” 

June 29—‘Safe at Hallam Home.” 

However, this is only part of the 
Story. Various utility companies also 
had a share in the problems created 
by the moving project. 

Since an overhead clearance of 30 
feet was necessary for the two largest 
of the four pieces of nuclear reactor 
equipment, more than 1,000 power and 
telephone lines were temporarily 
raised for clearance. Railroad signal 
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lines were buried to prevent interrup- 
tion for normal communication. 

Twelve utility organizations made 
160 power or telephone cuts as the 
specially-built vehicles proceeded 
toward Hallam. 

L.T.&T.’s part in this rather hectic 
project involved numerous temporary 
cuts of drop wires crossing the road, 
raising of many other wire attach- 
ments, placing a large number of toll 
poles, and moving of poles at turning 
points. All leads larger than two wires 
were either raised or buried by the 
Construction Department prior to the 
move and will be placed back in 
original condition after the move is 
completed. L.T.&T. combinationmen 
stood by at drop wire crossings to cut 
the wires and afterwards reconnect 
them. 

The Consumers Public Power Dis- 
trict’s nuclear reactor being constructed 
at the Sheldon Station represents a 
new concept of power’ generation 
utilizing atomic chain reaction to pro- 
duce an enormous quantity of heat. 
Through a sodium-graphite heat ex- 
changer, superheated steam will be 
obtained for the turbines that drive 
the generators. The Sheldon Plant will 
be the first in the Midwest to use 
nuclear power. 
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_ A huge reactor tank, on its way to Hallam, slides under telephone lines raised especially for the 
trip at the ‘O” Street crossing three miles west of Eagle. Overhead lines have been raised from the 
level of the shorter pole. To telephone men, it was a routine task, no different from a house moving. 
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Since a large amount of heat is 
created and dangerous radiation must 
be controlled, a huge containment 
vessel with heavy shields had to be 
manufactured in Philadelphia. These 
components were shipped via the Del- 
aware River, Chesapeake Bay, Atlantic 
Ocean, Florida Ship Canal, Mississippi 
River, and the Missouri, to Plattsmouth 
and overland by special truck and 
trailer combination 80 miles to Hallam. 

Although the trip by water was more 
or less uneventful, the enormous size 
and weight of the nuclear equipment 
created a problem for the heavy ma- 
chinery movers hired to handle the 
overland transportation. The _ river 
barge brought the following items: 

A crated reactor vessel, weighing 85 
tons, measuring 39 ft. long, 21 ft. wide, 
and 21 ft, high; a crated containment 
vessel, 65 tons, 41 ft. by 23 ft. by 23 ft.; 
upper thermal shock liner, 4% tons, 20 
ft. by 12 ft. by 21 ft.; and upper cavity 
liner, 13 tons, 22 ft. by 21 ft. by 7% ft. 
The total weight was 162% tons. To 
transport the entire load, a special 40- 
wheel truck-trailer combination was 
employed. 

The 80-mile journey was made along 
county roads, the vehicles moving dur- 
ing daylight hours only, along the 
route shown on the map on this page, 
at a speed of 3 to 6 miles per hour. 

County roads were selected to avoid 
overpasses and any unusual overhead 
utility construction. The caravan 
crossed the width of only three USS. 
highways and passed through three 
towns, resulting in minimum interfer- 
ence with road traffic. 

Prior to the move, triple checks were 
made by Consumers Public Power and 
mover, LeRoy Wade of Omaha. of all 
bridges, curves, railroad crossings, cul- 
verts, and highway cross-points. Over- 
head power and telephone lines were 
carefully noted. City, county, and state 
officials approved special requirements 
needed in the gigantic move. 

Crews reinforced all bridges to be 
driven over. Trees were trimmed. 
Road repairs were made before and 
after the huge caravan lumbered by. 

In spite of all precautions, one of the 
gigantic reactor vessels, a 85-ton unit 
broke loose from its trailer and rolled 
150 yards into an adjacent cornfield 
where it was still resting as The News 
went to press.

The course is being conducted with 
four students in room No. 207 in the 
15th and M building in Lincoln. The 
four men selected to take the training 
course are Warren L. Drake of 
Auburn; John D. Behrns of David City; 
Robert E. Ryan of Beatrice, and

Four Students Taking Instruction 
In First Class Set Up by the Company

The class is limited to four students 
because of the need for close individual 
attention and supervision in teaching 
the adjustment procedures needed to 
properly maintain central office equip- 
ment. Learning the things that can go 
wrong with automatic switching equip- 
ment and how to locate and correct the 
difficulty is an eight-hour-a-day, five- 
day-a-week job for the four men. 

Generally, the plan is for them to 
study operating principles, circuits, 
and equipment descriptions 1n the 
mornings and then actually work on 
relay and switch adjustments in the 
afternoons. The students are given 
written tests at intervals throughout 
the course to check their understand - 
ing of equipment functions. They will 
be instructed on methods of locating 
trouble in dial offices and correcting 


the faults. 

By the end of the course, it is ex- 
pected that the men will be well 
versed in the operating principles of 
the equipment, the maintenance pro- 
cedures, and the correct adjustment 
methods for trouble-free operation of 
switching apparatus. 


Mr. Schrank, who was transferred 
to the General Plant Department last 
November as Central Office Training 
Supervisor, made a trip to Chicago to 
observe Automatic Electric Company 
school methods last January. On his 
return, he applied his observations and 
studies in setting up the C.O.E. training 
course. 


Guiding the students in their study 
of switching equipment is a panel- 
mounted switch with parts arranged 
in an “exploded” view and clearly 
labeled. At the center of the board

is a complete Switch. Around it are 
individual parts taken from another 
switch and fastened to the board. 


The C.O.E. training room is equipped 
with work benches, testing equipment, 
and tools for the students to use in 
their work on relays and switches. A 
blackboard is mounted on the opposite 
wall of the classroom-workshop for 
circuit explanation purposes. 

The main purpose of the course is to 
train switchmen in the fundamentals 
of dial switching and thus reduce the 
length of time required for them to 
gain experience in relay and switch 
adjustment procedures and fault loca- 
tion methods. 

Another plant training course is 
presently in the process of preparation. 
This is the outside plant and substation 
training Course designed primarily to 
train beginning combinationmen.

Mr. Schrank has had considerable 
experience in equipment operation and 
adjustment. His World War II experi- 
ence included training in a Norden 
Bombsight School and in a Sperry 
School. He was made a civilian bomb- 
sight foreman in charge of training 
B-29 flight crews at the Fairmont Air 
Base. He left civil service to enter 
Western Electric as a final tester on 
telephone and telegraph equipment for 
the Signal Corps. Later he was made 
final inspector on 740 type PBX’s used 
in the Bell System. In 1946, he en- 
tered the employ of LT&T as a drafts- 
man. He has had various assignments 
in the maintenance and installation of 
central office equipment. Mr. Schrank’s 
experience also includes about one 
year with Lenkurt Electric Company 
as design engineer. He was made cen- 
tral office training supervisor in No- 
vember, 1959.

Cable men 
frantically “tagged” the loose ends, while others prepared 
to run jumper wires and fetched a length of cable to 


patch in the gap. 


Adding urgency to the matter was the fact that several 
vital circuits used by the air base were involved. The 
Company rushed mobile telephone equipped cars to the 
airport and other strategic locations in order to relay

messages. A unit was sent to Huskerville to serve in case 
of a civil emergency such as a fire. 

Working rapidly, cable men had the new section of 
300-pair cable ready to splice in by the time prime cir- 
cuits were sorted out of the severed ends. Shortly after 
8 o’clock—only three hours after the accident—the most 


important circuits were being repaired. Others were put 


together in the order of their priority. 

Crews worked through the night and into the following 
afternoon before the entire damage was repaired and the 
service restored to normal. 
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10 Per Cent Excise Tax Is Still With Us 


The 10 per cent excise tax on tele- 
phone service lives on, as many had 
feared it might. The two houses of 
Congress voted to extend it another 
year. This was done in spite of their 
action a year earlier to have the tax 
expire as of June 30, 1960. 

A press service story told that the 
action would “save” the government a 
vast amount of money. 

This is hard to accept. 

Taxes don’t ‘save’ money — they 
cost. Only reduction of spending saves. 
The retention of the tax on telephone 
service is costing phone users, every 
month. 


A bright spot in the unsuccessful 
battle to eliminate this so-called 
luxury tax was a speech before the 
House by Rep. Phil Weaver, who op- 
posed the action to extend the tele- 
phone excise tax. Here are some of his 
statements: 

“In this bill, extending the excise 
tax on local telephone service, the 
proponents of this legislation are not 
keeping faith with the American peo- 
ple. Last year we removed this excise 
tax effective June 30, 1960. Today we 
are asked to repudiate our action and 
extend the tax ‘for 1 year.’ And ap- 
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parently to continue indefinitely this 
burden on the American people. I say 
it is time we stopped this approach and 
took stock of ourselves, our needs and 
our ability to pay...” 

“Has it ever occurred to some of our 
membership that we can cut some 
taxes and still balance the budget? 
All we need do is eliminate waste, cut 
expenses and do away with the frills 
which come about each year through 
unneeded additional legislation. This 
bill is more evidence of the philosophy 
of tax and tax; spend and spend; elect 
and elect. The American people will 
no longer be fooled by this... .”

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Phone Festival Adds $4500 Per Year 


The “Phone Festival’ sales promo- 
tion in the Seward area has come to a 
close with $4800 in added annual 
revenue and one-time service connec- 
tion charges brought in by the effort. 
Expense was $2336. 

Conducted on an experimental basis, 
the program took in the towns of 
Seward, Milford, Utica, and Beaver 
Crossing. 

There was $4553.15 added in annual 
revenue and $258 assessed in service 
connection charges. 

A total of 802 contacts were com- 
pleted, resulting in 255 sales. 


Pacing the sales were the Ericofons, 
with 32 sold. Next in line were the 31 
colored sets sold and then the 28 three- 
line sets and the 27 jacks. Twenty-two 
residence extensions and the same 
number of business extensions were 
added. Seventeen extension bells, 13 
buzzers, 13 extension mileages and 10 
main residence service were added as a 
result of the effort. 

There were many other additions, 
too numerous to mention. 

The residence and business exten- 
sions sold represent an 11 per cent 
increase in total number of extensions 
in service in the exchanges prior to 
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the “Phone Festival.” 

An estimated 800 people visited the 
display of instruments and_ services 
which was set up at the various ex- 
changes. 

It is hard to estimate the exact effect 
of the program because of the un- 
known factor in regard to how long 
the added services will remain in- 
stalled. Some, undoubtedly will be in 
use (and bringing in money for the 
Company) for many years. 

Also unknown is the number of sales 
seeds sown by the “festival” and which 
may sprout when “watered” with later 
contacts by local employees.

The 119-telephone Douglas exchange 
was converted to dial operation on 
June 28, becoming the 107th exchange 
among the Company ’s 125 to be 
changed to an automatic system. 

Dial equipment is mounted in a new 
building, located at the rear of the old 
central office, which was sold to the 
chief operator, Mrs. Gertrude Fer- 
guson.

The new system was put in at a cost 
of approximately $40,000. 

Prefix for Douglas telephones is 
WEbster. The two letters are followed 
by five numerals in the seven-digit 
system which will eventually be used 
throughout LT&T. The change is, of 
course, necessary for Direct Distance 


Dialing, which will be installed at 
Douglas later. 

The new system will also bring selec- 
tive ringing to rural lines, replacing 
the old coded system of long and short 
rings. 

Town telephones were changed to 
dial instruments several weeks ahead 
of the cutover date. Rural telephones 
were changed in early June. All lines, 
both town and farm, were tested in- 
dividually before the old manual ex- 
change was cut off and the new one 
brought to life. 

The Lincoln Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company purchased the Douglas 
exchange in 1919. The switchboard was 
replaced in 1935 with the one just 
taken out of use. 


Mobile telephone service went into 
operation at Hastings July 7, making 
it the second area of the Company to 
have the in-automobile phones. Lincoln 
was the first, with commercial service 
established in February of 1947. 

Fifteen units were on hand at Has- 
tings as the installation in cars started. 
Area Manager E. J. Flowerday was 
confident that all of the 15 would be 
sold.

Sometimes there seems to be a fate 
which pre-destines underground tele- 
phone cable to damage. When, three 
months ago, the LT&T cable west of 
town was severed, some previous inci- 
dents were called to memory by vet- 
eran telephone men.

and a handsome leather folder con- 
taining the award, was Thomas C. 
Woods, Jr., president of the Lincoln 
Telephone and Telegraph Company. 


The award was in recognition of an 
“act of extraordinary service not a 
part of assigned duties.” It involved 
summoning of medical aid on Decem- 
ber 3, 1959, for Miss Stella Stewart, 80, 
who had been injured in a fall. 


The woman was in considerable pain 
from a broken hip when Fischer dis- 
covered her. He applied first aid be- 
fore summoning help. 


Miss Stewart was later taken to a 
rest home where she died of a heart 
attack on Jan. 19. 


The Woods awards, set up in 1958, 
are presented from time to time as 
outstanding acts by telephone people 
merit them. Previously receiving 
awards were Francis Smith, Ervin D. 
Mather, and S. M. Carr. 


The incident which brought Fischer 
his award was reported by W. H. “Ted” 
Husing, Tecumseh area manager. 
Fischer, surprised at the recognition, 
declared that he considered his action 
only his duty. 

The number of creditable and hu- 
mane acts which have come to light 
since the inception of the Woods 
Awards, has caused officials to mus- 
ingly wonder just how many similar 
acts of unusual merit have been quietly 


performed—unrecognized by telephone 
personnel in the past. 


Here is the citation presented to Fis- 
cher and inscribed in his leather- 
bound folder. 


RICHARD FISCHER 


Exchange Manager at Pawnee City 
The Lincoln Telephone and Telegraph 
Company 


On December 3, 1959, Richard 
Fischer, Exchange Manager at Pawnee 
City, was investigating a possibly un- 
cradled receiver about 9:00 a.m. on a 
line belonging to Miss Stella Stewart. 
Upon checking the line, Mr. Fischer 
heard several sounds suggesting a per- 
son in severe pain. He immediately 
summoned the Cashier to attempt to 
visit with the subscriber while he pro- 
ceeded to Miss Stewart’s residence. 
Upon arriving there he heard cries of 
pain from inside. The doors and win- 
dows were discovered to be locked and 
bolted. He then forced open the back 
door and found Miss Stewart near the 
telephone in a state of shock. Mr. 
Fischer immediately wrapped her in 
blankets and called the ambulance and 
a nurse. 

Miss Stewart had fallen at 6:30 a.m., 
breaking her hip, and crawled to her 
telephone. It had taken her until 9:00 
a.m. to reach it. Hospital officials and 
doctors indicate that Mr. Fischer’s 
prompt action saved her life.

building “shows our faith and confi- 
dence in Sutton.” 


He disclosed that a few years ago 
the Company had debated moving the 
area office or combining with another 
one and decided against either of these 
actions. Another decision was whether 
to spend $15,000 on an addition to the 
existing office or to spend approxi- 
mately $100,000 on the new building. 


The Company, of course, choose the 
latter course. 


When the building is completed, new 
dial central office equipment will be 
installed and the $141,000 system is to 
be ready for service next spring. At 
that time, all telephone numbers in the 
community will have seven numbers, 
instead of four, in conformity with the 
Direct Distance Dialing requirements. 


Individual numbers have not been 
determined yet, but a new telephone 
directory will be issued and arrange- 
ments made with business customers 
to make changes in advertisements and 
listings. Farm lines will be on a full 
selective ringing arrangements. 


_ The new installation will provide an 
Increase in operating capacity. The 
present system has 379 lines in use and 
the new one will have 440 lines with a 
Capacity for more additions if needed. 


Sutton has shown a fine growth in 
number of telephones, amounting to 
20 per cent over the past five years. 


SATT for Lincoln 


It will be “Dial 7 for SATT” on the 
Company”s Lincoln PABX board as of 
the 17th of October. 

At that time, the LT&T will launch 
a “shake-down cruise” of the toll dial- 
ing system which will go into general 
use in Lincoln in December. Company 
phones in the offices served by the 
Lincoln PABX will be on the nation- 
wide Direct Distance Dialing, using the 
Strowger Automatic Toll Ticketing 
system. 

By getting a “preview” of DDD, Lin- 
coln employees will put a double check 
on the SATT equipment. They’ll make 
a record of each call, whether it was 
completed, etc., which will be matched 
against the records produced automat- 
ically by the Strowger equipment. 
Thus any bugs in the operation can 
be detected and eliminated before the 
system is in general use. 

There’ll be another advantage. By 
the time DDD is in operation for all 
of Lincoln, there will be hundreds of 
LT&T employees who will be experi- 
enced toll dialers and who can tell 
their neighbors, “It’s as easy as pie.” 

The way the system will work (until 
December) is that if you wish to place 
a call to a dialable point, you will 
first spin the “7” on the dial. This will 
give you “access” to the toll equip- 
ment. Then if your call is to a point 
outside this toll dialing area, you will 
dial an area code number, followed by 
the phone number you wish to reach. 

If your call is inside this toll dialing 
area, after dialing the access “7” you 
will dial the seven digit number you 
wish to obtain. In the case of dial- 
able exchanges which do not have 


seven-digit phone numbers you will 
dial a special number prefix, (which 
will be listed in a special directory) 
along with the number you wish to 
reach. 


Complete instructions, plus a list of 
towns which may be reached, will be 
in the hands of employees before Oc- 
tober 17. 


After Lincoln, as a whole, is put on 
DDD in December, you will have to 
dial “112” (just like everybody else) 
for access to the toll dialing equip- 
ment. 
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Kudos From Peoria 


The Lincoln Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company received kudos from 
a visiting Peoria, Ill., newspaperman 
last month. The journalist, George 
Magenheimer, mentioned the Com- 
pany’s beautiful 15th and M office 
building in his column ‘Dots and 
Dashes” in the Peoria Journal.

Coming from an impartial observer, 
the words sound particularly nice and 
tend to confirm telephone men’s strong 
belief that our Company’s physicial 
plant, as well as the service it offers, 
contributes a great deal to the com- 
munities served by LT&T. 
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They don’t often give this guy good balls and 
here Dean Kline demonstrates his agility in dodg- 
ing the bad ones.

Lost Girl 


A pleasant Saturday evening drive 
“to cool off’ turned into an adven- 
turous return of a wandering Davey 
girl for J. H. “Rocky” Shephard, LT&T 
Lincoln switchman, and his wife.

Some weeks ago there was a power 
failure in Lincoln which affected a 
wide portion of the community in a 
varied way. Many businesses were, for 
all practical purposes, out of commis- 
sion for a couple of hours or so as ele- 
vators and escalators halted, electric 
business machines ceased functioning, 
and lights went out or were dimmed to 
emergency status. 


But here at the Telephone Company, 
the deep-throated purr of diesel en- 
gines took over where seconds before 
there had been the silent flow of pur- 
chased power.

Under some circumstances, the rum- 
ble of the engines, which resembles 
vaguely a diesel-electric railroad switch 
engine, might have been obnoxious. 
But in the time of the failure of the 
electric utility, the sound of the diesels, 
laboring as they turned electrical gen- 
erators, provided a sense of security 
for those who knew the significance of 
the noise. 

The growling engines were the com- 
munity’s insurance that telephone ser- 
vice would continue as usual during 
the time the regular source of elec- 
tricity was out of commission. 


At one time or another there have 
been similar power emergencies in 
every community which has a tele- 
phone exchange. And when they hap- 
pen, the throb of a telephone company’s

This provision for emegency power 
is something that the telephone indus- 
try takes for granted. For it is not only

The drama of providing these com- 
munications in the face of all kinds of 
adversity is sometimes overlooked ‘e- 
cause telephone men are inclined to 
take it as just part of their day’s work, 
albeit a difficult day. 

But the drama is there, neverthe.- 
less, if frequently unrecognized. And 
it gives you a wonderful feeling to re- 
mark to your neighbor: “Yes the power 
was off, but not the telephone service.”

In a little more than a month, The 
Lincoln Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany will become the first in Nebraska 
to offer its subscribers coast-to-coast 
Direct Distance Dialing. 

At 1 a.m. Sunday, December 4, Lin- 
coln and its tributaries will be cut over 
to DDD and at the same time the 
coast-to-coast range will be given to 
subscribers at Beatrice, Wahoo, David 
City, Auburn and Hebron—all of 
whom have been using a limited DDD 
system. 

The December conversion will be a 
continuation of the pioneering by LT&T 
in Nebraska of the automatic long dis- 
tance calling. 

First DDD installation in the state 
was made by the Company at Beatrice 
in 1957. That cutover opened up for 
direct dialing 250,000 telephones in 36 
Nebraska towns to Beatrice residents. 
Later the number was extended to 91 
towns and DDD was installed at Wa- 
hoo, David City, Auburn and Hebron. 

With the conversion to the Atlantic- 
to Pacific DDD, 40 states, Washington, 
D. C., and Canada will be reachable by 
dialing. About 90,000 phone users in 
southeast Nebraska will have these 
areas at their dialing fingertips. 

As the December date approaches, a 
program of public information is in- 


October 2, when Sunday newspapers 
published a press release on the sys- 
tem. 

On October 5, Lincoln employees 
were briefed on the methods used in 
toll dialing; just how the system works; 
the reasons behind it; and the advan- 
tages. Instruction sessions of about 20 
minutes duration were conducted by a 
group of those best informed of the 
plan. B. A. Isaman, supervisor of plan- 
ning, was moderator. Explaining vari- 
ous phases of DDD and the conversion 
were Roger Ghormley, chief engineer; 


A. B. Gorman, advertising manager; 
R. B. Hobson, traffic equipment engi- 
neer; and K. E. Versaw, general equip- 
ment engineer. 

Purpose was to make sure that em- 
ployees were the first to get the basic 
background information, putting them 
in a position to help explain the new 
long distance dialing system to their 
friends and neighbors. 

First advertising of the program has 
been scheduled for October 23, with 
booklets to be mailed to subscribers. 

This is to be followed up by personal 
telephone calls to each subscriber by a 
crew of temporary women employees, 
hired and especially trained for this pur- 
pose. They will make any necessary 
additional explanations of the system. 

The ladies are to make calls from 
office space on the second floor of the 
old telephone building at 14th and M. 

Definite plans for the cutover of 
Lincoln to DDD and for coast-to-coast

Besides LT&T exchanges, several 
connecting companies will use the Toll 
Dialing equipment installed by the 
Company. Included are: The American 
Communications Company, with ex- 
changes at Chester and Hubbell; Cap- 
itol Telephone Company, with ex- 
changes at Diller, Harbine and Odell; 
and the Northeast Nebraska Telephone 
Company, with exchanges at Prague 
and Weston.

For the most part, calls in Nebraska 
will require only 10 turns of the dial, 
but those farther away will call for 13. 

First you’ll dial 112—a procedure 
which connects you with the DDD 
equipment. You'll next spin out a 
three-number code to reach a distant 
state or area. (For calls in this area 
you will not dial a code). Finally you 
will simply dial the individual tele- 
phone number you wish to reach. 

Of course, only _ station-to-station 
calls can be handled in this fashion at 
present. 

From rural telephones or small ex- 
changes, an operator will come in on 
the line after the number is dialed and 
record the calling number. 

If you don’t know the number of the 
person you want to reach, you’ll merely 
call the long distance operator and ask 
her to connect you with information 
for the city you are calling. When the 
operator gives you the number, you'll 
then hang up for a moment and pro- 
ceed to dial your call. 

If you get a wrong number, you will 
simply ask the person what city and 
number you have reached, then hang 
up and report this immediately to the 
long distance operator. If you can’t 
get the town and number, you will 
still report the wrong number to the 
operator so the automatic DDD equip- 
ment won’t bill you.

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All-Number Calling Next 


A shift to “All Number Calling” is 
being initiated by The Lincoln Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company. Hence- 
forth, all exchanges converted to dial 
will be assigned seven numeral tele- 
phone numbers instead of the 2-letter 
5-numeral combinations now in use in 
the seven-digit dial exchanges. 

Among the first exchanges to go to 
the ANC system will be Murray, Una- 
dilla, and Sutton, expected to be cut 
over in December. Later conversions 
to dial will also use the ANC system. 

For the time being, exchanges with 
2L5N numbers will continue to use 
them. 


Causing the telephone industry to go 
to the All Numeral Calling system are 
two situations which are making for 
the rapid “using up” of the present 
possible combinations of name prefixes. 
These are (1) the booming population 
and (2) new types of phone service 
such as DDD and Direct Inward Dial- 
ing to PBX extensions. 


This year, it is estimated, more than 
four million phones will be added to 
the 76 million now in use in the United 
States and Canada. 


With the 2L5N system, there are 
about 540 usable central office pre- 
fixes. About ninety of these are not 
really very good because of pronuncli- 
ation or name association. ANC will 
make available about 800 central of- 
fice codes.

just don’t exist to provide 5-5, 5-7, 9-5, 
or 9-7 pulls on the dial. And there are 
no letters on the “1” pull and the Zero 
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pull, so it is not possible to use these 
two digits in devising name codes. 

All Numeral Calling has a number 
of other advantages. 

It eliminates “searching” for the 
harder-to-find letters on the dial and 
eliminates the mental “gear shifting” 
involved in dialing a combination of 
letters and numerals. 

It eliminates confusion between the 
letter “I and the number “1” and be- 
tween the letter “O” and figure “0.” 

It will avoid such dialing mistakes 
as “HP” for “HYde Park” and “RP” 
“ROgers Park.” 

It lessens the chance for dialing mis- 
takes arising from mispronunciation 
or misspelling of exchange names, such 
as “Wicoff”’ or “WHycoff”’ for “WY- 
coff.” 

The change to All Numeral Calling 
phone numbers will involve no me- 
chanical or technical change. In many 
cases it will merely be a different sys- 
tem of designating the same number. 

For instance if the Telephone News 
phone number were to be listed in the 
all-numeral fashion it would be 477- 
0644 instead of GR 7-0644. Since th 
finger hole which is labeled ‘‘G” is also 
numbered ‘4’ and the hole which is 
labeled “R” is also numbered “7”, you 
would be dialing the same number 
whether you used the all numeral or 
the 2L5N system of numbering. 

However, for the present, there will 
be no such changing of existing 2L5N 
numbers. Rather, as additional ex- 
changes are converted to seven-digit 
dialing, they will be assigned all-nu- 
meral numbers instead of the letter- 
numeral combination. 


Co-Op Savings 
Limit Raised 


You can save more than ever in the 
Co-Op, because of action by the As- 
sociation’s directors. They have decided 
to increase the top limit on savings ac- 
counts from $2,500 to $3,500. 


Action to raise the limits was taken 
after a sizeable increase in the loan 
business conducted by the Co-Opera- 
tive Credit Association. 


With anticipated interest at 5%, the 
Co-Op savings accounts are a first- 
rate investment and very popular. The 
directors’ action brought quick results 
in the way of additional deposits. 


Also being encouraged by Co-Op is 
a vacation plan which is a reverse of 
the sometimes advertised time-pay- 
ment trips. 

Under the suggested system, you use 
a “pay-now, travel-later’’ set-up, with 
the interest coming in to you instead 
of going out. If you want to save up 
for a trip, you may allot additional 
money to your Co-Op Savings account 
or start a new one (if you don’t have 
an account.) On existing accounts, the 
amount allotted to vacation is noted 
and the Co-Op can figure how much 
is “earmarked” for vacation and advise 
you of this figure so that you may leave 
it untouched until trip time. 


By saving ahead of time and taking 
advantage of interest earned, you can, 
obviously, get more vacation for your 
money than if you borrowed to take a 
trip.

Waverly Cable IsTrenched In 


Excavating trench with “Jeep-A-Truck” to pro- 
vide lateral passage to highway crossing for cable.

An important plant project that started in the middle 
of September was the addition of more trunk circuits from 
Lincoln to Waverly and Greenwood. The present facili- 
ties consist of twelve Lincoln-Waverly and seven Lincoln- 
Greenwood circuits, all in open wire copper lines. In con- 
nection with the provision of DDD service to Lincoln Area 
subscribers, more circuits are required to Waverly and 
Greenwood. The total number of circuits will be twenty- 
nine to these locations, and to accommodate later circuit 
additions, it was decided to install a 50-pair, 19-gauge 
cable between Lincoln and Waverly. The future provision 
is made with the expectation that economical carrier fa- 
cilities will be developed to add more circuits without in- 
creasing the number of physical pairs in the new cable. 
These new carrier facilities cannot be adapted to open- 
wire lines. 

Cable has the well known advantages of compactness 
and protection of important circuits from weather damage. 
Sleet storms have, on occasion, damaged the open-wire 
lines to Waverly. When buried in the ground, cable is vir- 
tually storm-proof. A cost study showed that tape-ar- 


is later closed by compacting the disturbed earth 
back in place with a tractor tread.

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mored cable buried 30 inches in the ground would cost 
only slightly more than cable of equivalent capacity, car- 
ried aerially on poles. It was decided to have the cable 
plowed in by a contractor. 

The cable plowing project represents LT&T’s first of 
the kind since 1941, when the Lincoln branch of the trans- 
continental cable was plowed in along North 14th Street 
from the repeater station seven miles north of Lincoln. 

The cable between Lincoln and Waverly was placed 
underground in the right of way along Highway No. 6. 
Much of the way, it was located just under the existing 
open-wire lead, about five feet from the property line, for 
a total distance of five and one-half miles. 

The cable placed underground at the Lincoln end con- 
sists of 14,743 feet of 50-pair, 19-gauge tape armored cable 
and 135 feet of 25-pair, 22-gauge armored cable. At the 
Waverly end, 14,333 feet of 50-pair, 19-gauge tape armored 
cable, 255 feet of 25-pair, 22-gauge tape armored cable and 
395 feet of 50-pair, 19-gauge - 300 pair 24-gauge tape 
armored cable were plowed or trenched in. 

At two places along the route of the cable, the high- 
way had to be crossed, requiring the pushing of 70 feet of 
3-inch steel pipe under the pavement. These crossings 
avoided the necessity to pass under the paved areas of the 
Interstate 80 Highway interchanges with Highway No. 6 
near Waverly. 

The cable crosses the Stevens Creek in its route. Rather 
than burying the cable in the creek bed, an aerial cross- 
Ing was made at this point. The tape armored cable was 
pulled in along a previously-placed messenger between 
two poles of the open-wire lead and lashed to the mes- 
senger. 

For splicing cable ends, 19 pits, about 3 feet wide and 
4 feet long were excavated at various points along the 
route. Lateral trenches were also excavated by trenchers. 
The cable follows the route of the City of Lincoln’s 36- 
Inch and 48-inch water mains. These mains are buried, one 
On the north side of the highway and the other, on the 
south side. 

The present three-crossarm copper open-wire lead is 
being left in place to pick up local service along the route 
and to provide extra circuits for future growth, at least 
until the extra carrier facilities on the buried cable are 
Justified by service demands.

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Home-Bound Girl Goes to School by Phone 


The miracle of modern communica- 
tion has brought the classroom to the 
bedside of another home-bound student 
in the territory of The Lincoln Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company. 


The student is 13-year-old Sharon 
Fry, who is “attending” sixth grade at 
Fairbury Central school via the Execu- 
tone system. Partially paralyzed and 
unable to walk because of an injury 
when she was four years old, Sharon 
has received most of her education 
while in hospitals. 

After a couple of weeks of attend- 
ing class by means of the telephone 
hook-up, she was bubbling with en- 
thusiasm. 

Commented her grandmother, Mrs. 
Larry Henry: 

She’s so happy. It’s a new hfe for 
her” 

Even Sharon admits that the system 
has given her new enthusiasm “I need 
someone to ‘push’ me,” she smiled. 

For sixth grade teacher Mrs. Dallas 
Evans it has meant more responsibility, 
since she must visit Sharon person- 
ally once a week to clear up any mis- 
understandings and to give her the 
personal attention the children in the 
classroom get. 

Sharon first heard of the telephone 
teaching system while she was in the 
Shrine hospital in Minneapolis. There 
she met a girl who had been taught by 
this means. So she and her grand- 
mother weren’t entirely unacquainted 
with the system when it was presented 
to them. 

Suggesting the plan was Fairbury 
School Superintendent F. Don Maclay. 
When he learned that Sharon would 
be in the home of her grandparents 
this year, he began to investigate 
means of meeting the school’s responsi- 
bility to educate the bright-eyed girl. 

At first the superintendent was skep- 
tical that the telephone system would 
work. Because Sharon has never be- 
fore attended the public schools in 
Fairbury, he had no record of her 
achievement or potential. Most of her 
education has been special teaching 
while she was in the hospital. Last 
year, although in her grandmother’s 
home, she was under doctor’s orders 
not to attempt study. 

As Maclay looked into possibilities 
in regard to teaching the girl, he was 
soon convinced that she would have no 
difficulty keeping up with the class. 
His evaluation proved correct. 


Rush orders for the equipment were 
put in and the device was installed and 
working two weeks after the start of 
school. With special tutoring on Satur- 
days, Sharon was soon up with the 
class. 


Besides opening up the classroom 
to Sharon, the Executone system has 
brought her a whole class full of new 
friends. A large picture of Sharon has 
been placed in the sixth grade room. 
Many of her classmates stop in to see 
Sharon after school—in fact, Mrs. 
Henry says that there is practically no 
afternoon that some of the youngsters 
don’t stop in to visit. 


Book in hand, Sharon can 
follow the class word for 
word. When she needs to 
speak to the teacher or re- 
cite, she presses the bar on 
which her right hand rests, 
converting her bed-side Ex- 
ecutone instrument into a 
transmitter instead of re- 
ceiver. 


Right in the classroom, in 
Picture and voice, is Sharon. 
Her photo, under the hand 
of teacher Mrs. Dallas Evans 
hangs in the classroom. On 
the teacher’s desk is the 
classroom combination — re- 
ceiving and transmitting in- 
Strument. 


Sharon can hear everything that 
goes on in the classroom and then 
some. She even detects the sound of 
trucks or motorcycles going past the 
building and the clatter of recess time. 

Her classmates are learning to speak 
up clearly so that she can understand 
them. Already the home-bound girl is 
beginning to recognize some of their 
voices. 

The only problems that are showing 
up appear to be those caused by the 
fact that Sharon can’t see what is go- 
ing on. For instance, one day a film 
strip was shown in the classroom and 
she couldn’t understand what the class 
was talking about.

OUR COVER

Register 


An even 50 voters were registered 
through the voter registration service 
offered to Lincoln employees through 
the cooperation of the Company, the 
Junior Chamber of Commerce, and 
the Election Commissioner.

One had moved into the 
state less than six months ago, so had 
not yet established legal residence. 
Another was the wife of a serviceman, 
and eligible to vote only in her hus- 
band’s home state of South Dakota. 


Also receiving sympathy—but no 
vote—was an employee whose 2lst 
birthday fell just four days after the 
election. 

An indication of the intense interest 
in the election was the record reg- 
istration recorded in Lincoln. This was 
borne out among the employees. Many 
of the 50 who registered in the Per- 
sonnel office had moved or come of 
age several years ago, but hadn’t gotten 
around to registering to vote.

Creation? 


Does your car spell ‘recreation’... OF ‘wreck creation? 

You're driving along an open highway in light rain. 
Your speed is a steady 50 miles an hour. Suddenly, a 
truck lurches out of a side road 39 yards ahead. 

Would you be able to stop—or to slow down sufficiently 
to escape a grinding collision? Or would your oe off 
the wet road when your foot hit the brake pedal? 

If you’re not sure how your auto would behave in such 
an emergency, now is the time to find out. 

The National Safety Council has said that its not bad 
weather that causes accidents, it’s drivers who fail to 
adjust to the weather. : — 

The first task is to pinpoint your car’s capabilities and 
weaknesses. 

The next time it rains, safety experts advise, test your 
brakes. Try them in low gear first, then at higher speeds. 
Follow the same procedure if you run into rain on an un- 
familiar road far from home. Get the “feel” of the high- 
way, so you’ll know exactly what your car will do in an 
emergency. 

Here are more bad weather safety rules: 

1—In getting the feel of a wet road, try different speeds 
before you get into heavy traffic. Note that too-heavy 
pressure on the gas pedal may spin your rear wheels, and 
make it hard to keep your car under control. 

2—On icy roads, start in upper gear. — 

3. Beware of shady spots where rain or frost may 
linger when sunny portions of the highway are clear and 
dry. This danger may lurk into late spring in many parts 
of America. 

4 Allow extra space between your Car and the car 
in front of you on hazardous roads. 

5—If your car does skid, turn the front wheels in the 
direction of the skid until you recover control. Stay off 
the brake, and don’t accelerate. 

6—Examine windshield wiper blades to make sure 
they’ll give you a clear view in rain or sleet. 

7—If you must brake suddenly on a slippery road, 
“pump” the pedal, don’t slam it down. This will prevent 
locking your wheels, and it will stop your auto faster. . 

8—Remember that ice is more dangerous when it 
starts to melt. This is because it becomes covered with 
a slick film of water. 
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9—Check your tire treads. If they’re badly worn, re- 
place the tires before risking a bad-weather trip. For 
extra safety, tires made of butyl rubber provide a fast, 
sure stop. 

In advising the use of butyl rubber tires, experts point 
to tests in which such tires repeatedly stopped in shorter 
distances on wet surfaces than ordinary tires stopped on 
dry pavement. 

In a recent demonstration at Detroit, newsmen and 
technical observers reported that all-butyl passenger-car 
tires were noiseless when rounding corners at speeds which 
would have caused ordinary tires to squeal in protest. 
The tires hugged the roads, breezed over chuckholes, and, 
when the brakes were applied suddenly, stopped the test 
car in a shorter distance than observers believed possible. 

But, whatever type of tires you use, pay special atten- 
tion to visibility in bad weather. Safety experts say that 
in fog or rain—and especially at night—you should not 
only reduce speed, but also stay well over to the right side 
of the road. Be on the alert for low places, where cottony 
fog will settle. 

If you run into heavy fog, try your headlights on low 
beam. A high beam will reflect a dazzling glare back at 
you from the water droplets in the air. 

At the same time, keep a window partly open to pre- 
vent the inside of your windshield and windows from 
clouding. Use your defroster to melt ice off the wind- 
shield, but don’t warm your windshield with your hands. 
Keep both hands on the wheel! 

If you get stuck in mud or sand, don’t spin your rear 
wheels. You’ll spin them in deeper. Instead, try rocking 
the car back and forth by shifting alternately from low 
speed to reverse. 

If the rocking doesn’t do the trick build an artificial 
road under your rear wheels with gravel, branches, 
boards, or old carpeting—anything that will give traction 
without damaging your tires. 

And always, for safe, happy motoring—rain or shine— 
remember that your car is no better than the driver behind

Within recent years, there has been an increasing trend 
to the pressurizing of telephone exchange cables, as well 
as toll cables. The objective of the pressurizing program 
is to reduce cable maintenance costs by preventing MoOIs- 
ture from entering the cables through sheath holes. 

In the pressurizing technique, dry air from a com- 
pressor refrigerator unit at our large exchanges or nitrogen 
in tanks at small CDO’s, which almost completely removes 
moisture from atmospheric air, is introduced into the cables 
at the central office. The air is under low, but constant 
pressure, which causes the cable to be completely per- 
meated throughout their lengths. 

The internal pressure of dry air inside the cable pre- 
vents moisture from entering the cable through sheath 
openings, such as those resulting from cracks or breaks, 
old ring cuts, bullets, climber gaffs, and squirrel bites. 
Moisture that enters the cable dampens the paper insula- 
tion on the conductors, and lowers its insulation resistance, 
causing interruptions of telephone service through shorts, 
crosses, and grounds. 

Maintenance of the internal cable pressure to keep out 
water results in an almost startling reduction of service 
troubles, with a corresponding decrease of subscribers 
complaints, and detected troubles (reports by employees). 
Also, there is a reduction of current leakage, crosstalk, 
and line noise since the dry air flowing inside the cable 
keeps the paper insulation dry. 

In the case of exchange cables, the repair of minor 
breaks, which do not drop the cable pressure to a serlous 
extent, are deferred to a convenient time for the splicers 
to handle the work. Larger or numerous sheath breaks 
cause an excessive drop in the pressure, which calls for 
somewhat more prompt attention to close the openings. 
Gas pressure switches are placed at strategic points in the 
larger exchanges. These are checked with a voltmeter at 
regular intervals from the testboard. An excessive pres- 
sure drop is indicated by operation of a gas pressure switch, 
which sets up an alarm condition. 

The presence of an operated pressure switch Is detected 
by a testman making voltmeter tests of telephone lines 
having pressure switches on them at regular intervals. 
This alarm condition need not be attended to immediately, 
but repair work may be scheduled at a time when a cable 
splicing crew can handle the work during regular working 
hours. Meanwhile the escaping air at the break keeps out 
moisture and telephone service remains unaffected, even 
in extremely wet weather. 

On important toll and trunk cables, contactors are in- 
stalled, which send an alarm to the central office when 
serious sheath break occurs, and cable splicers are prompt- 
ly dispatched to repair the damage, even though the air 
under pressure is keeping out the moisture. 


Cable Pressurizing 


Since moisture is not entering the cable, the splicers do 
not rely on electrical tests to locate the sheath break. In- 
stead they make use of a portable pressure gauge of high 
accuracy to check pressure readings at valves inserted at 
intervals along the cable. As the location of a sheath break 
is approached, the pressure readings will be lower at each 
valve toward the break and higher at each valve away 
from the fault. From these pressure drops, the splicers 
estimate the probable location of the leak and then check 
for the exact location by spraying the sheath of the cable 
with a soap solution. The air coming out of the sheath 
opening causes a mass of soap bubbles to form and thus 
reveals the location of the break. . . 

To maintain the air pressure in the cables within speci- 
fied limits, and provide means for supervising the cable 
system for pressure variations, the cables are dammed or 
blocked at specific points in the system, and pressure 
valves and gas pressure switches or contactors are installed 
on the cable. In addition, a metering panel is provided at 
the air dryer unit to measure the amount of air consumed 
and to indicate the rate of air flow into each cable. 

The cables are dammed at specific locations with plugs 
of epoxy-resin to separate them into pressurizing sections. 
Pressure plugs are also used to seal off cable laterals that 
are not to be pressurized and stubs of cable terminals that 
are not gas tight. . 

Pressure plugs with by-pass connection and shut-off 
valve are also employed to isolate an aerial cable section 
from an underground cable section. There are temperature 
variations between the aerial and underground cable sec- 
tions and these variations cause fluctuations of gas pres- 
sure, which would interfere with tests to determine leak 
locations. 

The use of gas pressure switches are previously men- 
tioned. A pressure switch operates on a minimum pressure 
point to connect a high resistance (270,000 ohms) across a 
working cable pair. This high resistance shunt is detected 
by voltmeter tests made at regular intervals at the test- 
board. It does not interfere with the use of the line by the 
subscriber. a 

Contactors, which operate a similar way to gas pressure 
switches, are employed on important toll’cables, near the 
outer end. They operate an alarm in the central office, 
which requires immediate attention to clear the fault and 
restore the pressure to normal. 

Pressure testing valves enable taking pressure readings 
to locate leaks and to check the operation of pressure plugs 
and gas pressure switches. They are generally installed at 
each pressure switch location, on each side of intermediate 
plugs, on the pressure side of plugs at the end of pressur- 
izing sections, and at intervals of about 3,000 feet through- 
out the pressurizing section. The valves may also be used 
to boost low pressure in a cable with nitrogen gas from a 
cylinder, when necessary.

Were 
Teaching 
DDD 


The huge task of informing telephone 
subscribers in the Lincoln area of how 
to use coast-to-coast Direct Distance 
Dialing which wiil go into effect Dec. 4, 
was started early this month. 

A crew of about 35 temporary work- 
ers was recruited among wives and rel- 
atives of employees. These women 
were trained and began making calls 
early this month. 

There were 47,000 contacts to be 
made. Involved in the program was 
the mailing of informative literature, 
including a DDD directory and person- 
al number book; calling in person on 
larger toll users; and the telephoning 
of other telephone subscribers. 

Out of the first 4,680 attempts to 
reach subscribers for the purpose of ex- 
plaining the system, 2,127 calls were 
completed, said Mary Bornemeier, who 
is directing the operation. About 55 per 
cent of the calls were not completed on 
the first try because of busy lines, or 
the fact that the subscriber could not 
talk at the time. 


One of the big tasks in connection with the 
conversion to coast-to-coast DDD in Lincoln and 
tributaries is the mailing of instructions and DDD 
directories to subscribers. Here George Hunt is 
practically buried by a pile of mail sacks in just 
one of the several mailings of the material. 


The girls making the calls use a pre- 
pared spiel of information. They are 
serving in eight-hour shifts laid out to 
cover the hours from 8 a.m. to 9 p.m. 

Besides the direct mail and the per- 
sonal calls, there is also advertising on 
billboards and in newspapers included 
in the program.

The metering panel at the air dryer consists of a volume 
recording gas meter and direct reading air rate indicators. 
These meters are used to monitor and control the air flow 
into the cable. A daily record is kept of all readings of the 
gas meter, and air rate indicators. Readings below normal 
may indicate one or more leaks in the cable system and 
the plant personnel are alerted to this condition so that 
the leaks can be located, and the repairs made when a 
splicer is available to do the job. 

The air dryer unit operates by drawing in atmospheric 
air, compressing the air, and delivering it to a storage tank 
where it is cooled to just above freezing, causing it to lose a 
large part of its moisture content. The resulting dry air 
released into the cable system has a relative humidity of 
less than two per cent. 

In the smaller exchanges, pressurizing of the cable is 
acomplished more practically by installing a cylinder of 
nitrogen in the office and connecting it through a regu- 
lator to the cable system. The regulator holds the pressure 
down to about ten pounds per square inch, as indicated by 
a pressure gauge on the unit. An additional cylinder may 
be installed in a cable lead, usually at the outer end to 
boost the pressure in situations where the cable pressure 
does not build up to the desired point, because of the high 
pneumatic resistance of the cable. 

LT&T Company has embarked on an extensive program 
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of pressurizing exchange and toll cables. At the present 
time, the Douglas, Hallam, Hebron, Mead, and Wahoo ex- 
change cable systems have been pressurized and work is 
progressing on the pressurizing of cables in exchanges in 
the Lincoln Area. One office area and all trunk and toll 
cables in Lincoln have been pressurized. Pressurizing of 
Hastings cables is scheduled to start in 1961.

Although the phone system of in- 
forming subscribers of the procedures 
used in DDD is not new—having been 
used at Beatrice, Hebron and other 
points—the Lincoln operation is the 
biggest of its kind ever to have been 
carried out by the Company. 

For the most part, the girls making 
the calls are having no difficulty com- 
pleting the conversations in from three 


to four minutes (on the short side) to 
about nine minutes (on the long side.) 

But there are a few exceptions, one 
of which still has the girls laughing. 

The woman involved told the lady 
calling her, ‘You don’t need to tell me 
about that. My husband is a real smart 
man and he’ll explain all about it to 
me.” 

And with that she hung up. 


Death--Five Feef Away 


Not one of last year’s 40,000 accident 
fatalities expected to become a statis- 
tic. They got into their cars and started 
somewhere, but all ended their trips 
at the same place: the morgue. 

These 40,000 were made up of the old 
and the young; the famous and the 
unknown, the rich and the poor. They 
had no single characteristic in common, 
except perhaps one: not one of them 
expected to be killed! 

Now if you start out on your next 
drive expecting to meet with a fatal 
accident you cannot be classed among 
the 40,000. But if you don’t expect that 
to happen, watch out. You have the 
only characteristic in common to all of 
them. The thought of death is a sober- 
ing one and death itself seems remote 
to us all. And yet, on your next jour- 
ney along the highway, each of you 
will be within four or five feet of death 
a thousand times! 

You’re driving at 60 or 65 m.p.h. The 
oncoming car is traveling at the same 
speed. You pass... death just flashed 
by, four or five feet to your left. 

And when death passed so closely on 
the highway, you were lighting a cig- 
arette, reading a billboard, talking to 
a passenger, listening to the radio. 
And... death passed within five feet 


of you! 
Gates Progress 
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It's 40 Years for Jess May 


Back in 1920 a young man named 
Jess May started work for the tele- 
phone company. This month he rounds 
out a solid 40 years of service with the 
Company. 

Jess was honored and presented a 
gem-studded 40-year service pin by 
Vice President M. M. Hale in a special 
ceremony in Mr. Hale’s office. The 
customary luncheon was foregone by 
request of Mr. May. 

The occasion brought back memories 
for the veteran telephone man. He was 
actually hired in June of 1920, and had 
been on the job only six days when he 
had an accident and was put off work. 
He was out trimming brush when he 
dropped a razor-sharp hand axe. The 
implement struck his foot, very nearly 
Slicing off a toe. 

Jess recalled that he was hired by 
Claude Walker, who offered him $60 a 
month. But May’s father suggested he 
hold out a little and sure enough, Jess 
got $80. 

He first worked at Steele City, then 
at Odell. He worked for a time for a 


Farmers group, then quit to return to 
LT&T, where he has been ever since. 

Mr. Hale read from May’s service 
record an entry in 1921, which said “Is 
making good as an exchange combina- 


tionman”’ “extra good installer.” 

In 1923 there was an accurate predic- 
tion when a reference was written: 
“Making good and making phone work 
his life employment.”

Two Exchanges Cut 


Two more communities in the LT&T 
network of telephonic communication 
have new dial central office equipment 
in operation. 

Crab Orchard was cut over at 9 
o’clock the morning of Oct. 27 and 
Union was converted the morning of 
Nov. 1. 

The installation at Crab Orchard pro- 
vides for expanded operating capacity 
and a change later to telephone num- 
bers with seven numerals. At present, 
numbers will continue to have four 
digits, with all town party lines and 
rural numbers conforming to this sys- 
tem. A temporary directory was dis- 
tributed in connection with the cut- 
over. 

Installed in the present telephone 
office building, the new equipment re- 
placed telephone gear which had been 
in service since 1946. Since it was in- 
stalled nearly 15 years ago, the num- 
ker of telephones at Crab Orchard 
has increased about 15 per cent to the 
present total of 123 telephones—84 of 
which are rural. 


Extended service with conversation 
timing is being continued to Tecumseh. 


At Union, new equipment valued at 
$29,000 provides seven-digit telephone 
numbers, needed later for direct dial- 
ing of long distance calls coast-to-coast. 


In conformity with the new Com- 
pany policy of using all-numeral num- 
bers, there are no exchange names or 
letters involved in the Union numbers. 
Instead a three-number prefix is uti- 
lized. 

A temporary telephone directory has 
been issued for Union, also. 


New equipment is installed in a new 
telephone building a half block north 
of the present office. It provides full 
selective ringing on rural lines. 


The previous exchange was installed 
in 1938. Since then, the number of 
phones has increased 58 per cent and 
now includes 83 lines. The new system 
is equipped for 120 lines, with an ul- 
timate growth capacity of 200 lines. 


At present, the exchange serves 193 
telephones, 98 of which are rural. 
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Washers Wont Work 


Quarter-size washers will no longer 
be good for a call in LT&T pay stations 
being converted with Automatic Elec- 
tric 25¢ slug ejectors. Installation was 
started recently in Lincoln and other 
locations are also scheduled to receive 
this device. 

The system will detect a magnetic 
type slug. In postpay or semi-postpay 
stations, used in all exchanges except 
Lincoln, Hastings and Beatrice, the 
Slug will be diverted away from the 
gong and directly into the cash box. It 
cannot be returned. The operator, if a 
washer is deposited, will not complete 
the call until the correct deposit is 
made with genuine coins (which will 
sound the gong.) 

In a prepay station, such as those 
used in Lincoln, Hastings and Beatrice, 
the slug is diverted away from the 


gong and into the coin hopper. The 
operator then requests the customer to 
deposit the proper coins. If the cus- 
tomer should insist he has deposited 
sufficient coins, the operator can return 
the coins deposited and ask for a re- 
deposit—which should discourage the 
user from trying to use the slugs again. 


The operator in listening for coin 
Signals, may be able to hear the coins 
or slugs passing down the chute. If 
there is no coin signal afterwards, she 
will immediately suspect that slugs are 
being used. 


Selected stations in exchanges out- 
side of Lincoln are being immediately 
equipped with the slug ejectors. New 
stations purchased and those repaired 
in the general repair shop will be 
equipped with them.

August 2, 1948 as a groundman at Paw- 
nee City.

He be- 
came a switchman in May of 1955 and 
an installer-repairman COE in Septem- 
ber of 1957, where he has been until his 
elevation to wire chief. 
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Doctors Wite ‘Proved’ Balmy by Telephone 


This hilarious incident which oc- 
curred in the early days of the tele- 
phone was reported in the Montreal 
Quebec Bell News by H. G. Owen. It 
was first recorded by Arthur G. 
Warren of Worchester, Mass., in a 
letter to the Granby Leader-Mail in 
1936. 

The actual incident occurred one day 
in the 1890’s—when Alexander Graham 
Bell’s marvelous instrument was far 
from an ordinary household fixture. It 
concerns an episode involving a patient 
of Dr. C. L. Cotton of Cowansville, one 
of the first subscribers to telephone 
service in that community. Here’s the 
yarn: 

“An elderly woman called to consult 
the doctor when he chanced to be out 
on his rounds. Mrs. Cotton said she 
knew where he was and would tele- 


phone and find out when he would re- 
turn. She then rang up her husband, 
spoke to him, and turned to say the 
doctor would be back right away. 

“She saw the caller sidling toward 
the front door with eyes wide open and 
fixed upon her in terror. Saying faint- 
ly that she would call again, the visitor 
dashed out the door, leaving the 
doctor’s wife staring after her in 
amazement. 

“A few minutes later the caller, 
greatly agitated, appeared at the home 
of a friend and said she feared Mrs. 
Cotton had lost her mind. 

““TListen to what she said and did, 
and judge for yourself,’ the bewildered 
lady declared. ‘She said the doctor 
was out but she would speak to him. 
There was a funny kind of box on the 
wall I never seen there before, with a 


round hole in the middle. She stepped 
over to it, faced the wall and kind of 
played with a sort of handle on the 
box. There was a kind of tinkle, like 
Sleigh-bells, shut-up like. Then she 
talked into the hole, pretending she 
was speaking to someone inside the 
box. 

“By this time I was tiptoeing to the 
door, keeping my eye on her. She 
turned round with a surprised kind of 
wildish look, said she had talked to the 
doctor and he would be right over. My 
stars! I was scairt! My heart was in 
my mouth! My hand shook so I could 
hardly open the door, and was lucky 
to get out at all. 

“ “That poor woman has sure lost her 
mind and something ought to be done 
about it right away. Don’t you say 
so?” 
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Company Gains 


2400 Phones 


A gain of 2,429 telephones for the 
first half of 1960 has brought LT&T to 
145,000 phones in operation. This is 


about one-fourth of the number in the 
state. 


Our Company is the 14th largest In- 
dependent in the nation in terms of op- 
erating revenue and it is the biggest of 
the 133 Independents in the state. 


There are 1,528 persons employed by 
the Company. The annual payroll is 
$6,343,000. And the Company pays an 
annual tax bill, including Federal ex- 
cise tax, of $3,321,879-—which figures 


out to about $2 per telephone per 
month. 


Since 1955 LT&T’s gross construc- 
tion program has amounted to $28,723,- 
000. Planned for 1961 is $7,000,000 more. 
Last year the daily toll calls increased 
from 14,307 to 15,409 and daily local 
calls rose from 715,033 to 737,434. 


Over the nation, according to the 
Business and Defense Service Admin- 
istration of the U.S. Department of 
Commerce, the rate of growth of tele- 
phone installations remained constant 
for the first half of this year. The num- 
ber of telephones increased more than 
1,650,000. 


If this trend continues, the total num- 
ber of telephones in the United States 
will be 74,000,000 by the end of this 
year—which would make a net in- 
crease of amout 4.9 per cent over the 
previous year. 


In 1957 there were 37.20 telephones 
per 100 of population. At the present 
it looks like for this year there will be 
40.77 telephones per 100 population. 


Construction expenditures by the in- 
dustry are expected to reach $2.9 bil- 
lion in 1960. Operating revenues of $9 
billion are expected—which would be 
an increase of eight per cent over 1959. 


Daily toll calls are up about eight 
per cent from 1959, with the average 
daily telephone conversations over the 
nation computed at nearly 260 million. 


Telephone usage is expanding be- 
cause of the extension of telephone ser- 
vices, such as secretarial answering, 
telemetering for power stations, data 
processing, teletype service, leased fa- 
cilities and switchboard construction. 

This upward trend in communica- 
tions for the past couple of decades is 
in line with general economic barom- 
eters, such as increase in employment, 
industrial production, new housing, 
personal income, population and the 
gross national production.

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That's How Much Money Flowed 
Into LT&T’s Central Remittance 


Center During the Month of October 


Collecting and putting to use money received for tele- 
phone service is a big job for any company, especially one 
which makes many small sales. 


Just how big it is for The Lincoln Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company can be shown by the use of operating re- 
sults from the month of October. In October the remittance 
center processed nearly a million and a quarter dollars— 
representing 87 per cent of the month’s collections. 


In that month 69,019 checks and 74,354 payments were 
handled by the center. 

When it all began in 1959, the centralized remittance 
center treated only $35,577—amounting to 2.7 per cent of 
the money collected. 


The system was adopted to quickly convert accounts re- 
ceivable into useable cash—and it certainly does this. Or- 
dinarily a payment mailed by a subscriber today will be 
in the bank and the cash available for paying the bills to- 
morrow. 

Here’s the way the system works: 

Remittances are received at 7:30 in the morning when 
the mail is delivered from the Post Office. (Additional re- 
mittances are delivered at 12:30 p.m.) 

The use of blue envelopes for payments sent by sub- 
scribers enables the Company to take full advantage of 
Post Office “sightsorting.” Here Post Office routines are 
used to speed the handling of mail payments. The mail 1s 
then channeled to the new Post Office Box No. 1947. Each 
billing period has its own envelopes which are marked 
with a black “diamond” code on the top and bottom, with 
the exception of one period. This is to facilitate “sight- 
sorting” by billing periods. Thus, when billing periods are 
closing or the delinquent period cash is to be treated first, 
the periods are easily identified. 33 

After envelopes are opened, stubs are verified with 
checks, full payment stubs and checks are then added. If 
a partial payment or cash is received, it is passed to a clerk 
for special handling. In adding checks and stubs, one clerk

Checks are endorsed, dated and counted by use 
of this Pitney-Bowes Yickometer.

Million and a Quarter Dollars 


adds the checks and another the stubs. When a balance is 
reached a collection report is prepared and cash is made 
ready for the armored car service to take to the bank. 


Check payments made at local exchanges are sent to 
the remittance center when the check agrees with the 
payment. These are handled by a separate clerk, and 
treated as mail direct payments. Stubs mailed direct, from 
subscribers or exchanges (which have been verified, added 
and reported) are then transmitted to the Data Processing 
Center as “Remittance Center” cash. Through the use of 
the new simplified Collection Report and Notice of De- 
posit form, exchanges report cash receipts. These reports 
are examined for accuracy and to see that they are in 
agreement. 

Payment stubs from all exchanges are then grouped 
together and sent to the Data Processing Center. This 
cash is referred to as “Exchange Summary.” All “Notice 
of Deposit” slips which have been verified are sent to the 
Treasurer’s office after posting to the Accounting Depart- 
ment controls. 

Bank collected accounts and a list of the bank collec- 
tions, by banks and by exchanges, are received by the 
remittance center from Data Processing. Each group 1s then 
added to verify bank group totals. Then these collections 
are deposited in the bank which will give the best transit 
service to the paying bank. Here, as in handling mail, the 
Company is using existing channels to speed operations. 
“ Proper audit trails must be established to control cash 
receipts, exchange credits and to enable the remittance 
center to recharge accounts when checks are not honored. 
This can be acomplished with great effectiveness and effi- 
ciency because of the ability of the Data Processing Center 
to handle huge volumes of separate items and to list for 
detail checking. 


Next month watch for a story on “Mechanical Cash,” 
which explains what happens to payment stubs after 
they have been transmitted to the Data Processing Center.

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Employees Give Liberally 


Employees of the Company have 
again proved that they are community- 
minded as those in two towns made 
sizeable contributions to Community 
Chest and United Fund campaigns. 

In Lincoln, 907 employees contribu- 
ted to the United Fund. Only 15 failed 
to.give—for a more-than 98 per cent 
contribution. 

More significantly, the telephone em- 
ployees went $812.46 over their goal 
of $8,138—chipping in a total of $8,- 
950. In other areas the Lincoln United 
Fund showed a tendency to lag some- 
what behind the goal, but it was defi- 
nitely not due to any lack of contribu- 
tion on the part of LT&T’ers. In fact, 
the employees did even better than 
last year when they surpassed the goal 
by $577. 


Directing the drive among the Com- 
pany employees were Kenneth Versaw 
and Charles Hansen. Their efforts and 
those of their subordinates resulted in 
an average contribution of $9.87 per 
employee. In the Traffic Department, 
where the campaign was headed by 
Georgia Smith, the 245 employees 
averaged nearly $10. 


In Fairbury, employees of the Com- 
pany scored a 100 per cent contribu- 
tion to the Community Chest drive. 
The 42 employees donated a total of 
$264.80, for an average contrbution of 
about $6.30 per person.

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That Nasty Green Color! 


Time brings many changes, some- 
times in philosophies as well as in 
technological methods. 

The following story is reprinted from 
the January 1915 Telephone News. It 
obviously was published with a hu- 
morous intent — and it probably 
sounded pretty funny 45 years ago. 


A question came over the wires 
the other day that stumped even 
those suave gentlemen who pre- 
side at the contract-order table 

“Have you any cords beside 
those vivid green ones to attach 
to a telephone stand?” inquired 
an anxious feminine voice. “J 
do wish,’ continued the voice. 
“that I could have a pretty brown 
one. You see. my living room is 
all furnished in brown and that 
green cord clashes terribly with 
the prevailing color scheme.” 


No doubt this request by a fashion- 
minded female sounded _ absolutely 
hilarious to 1915 telephone men, who 


were most deeply concerned with 
providing dependable, functional in- 
struments and service and thought 
“To heck with the color schemes.” 

At that time, no telephone employee 
or official probably even in his wild- 
est dream ever thought that some day 
subscribers would not only be offered, 
but urged to install colored instru- 
ments—and even given a choice of ten 
attractive hues, not counting the staid 
“ebony” black. 

It was inevitable that a Company of- 
fering service such as ours would adapt 
and conform to a public demand for 
equipment that is pleasing and har- 
monious to the eye as well as in the 
manner in which it operates and func- 
tions. 

Because unchanged over the four 
and a half decades since 1915 is the 
axiom which was published on the in- 
side front cover of that issue: 

“The Public is the Master, the Com- 
pany Its Servant.”

Displayed on the front of The Tele- 
phone News this month is a view of 
one of the bays of equipment used in 
the coast-to-coast Direct Distance Dial- 
ing which went into operation Dec. 4. 

The arrangement of individual units 
of this equipment makes an interesting 
“pattern” photo. Function of the elec- 
tronic gear is to identify the calling 
number so that it may be properly 
billed for a DDD toll call. 


Shown immediately above is another 
section of intricate DDD equipment— 
the ticketers, located on the opposite 
side of the installation from the identi- 
fying gear. 

Both pictures were taken with a 4 by 
5 Crown Graphic, on Panatomic-X 
film, tray developed for six minutes 
in UFG developer at 75 degrees. The 
cover picture was exposed for one full 
minute at f32 and the view shown 
above for two minutes at the same 
aperture.

Nebraska telephone history was 
again made by The Lincoln Telephone 
and Telegraph Company as the system 
was cut over to coast-to-coast Direct 
Distance Dialing on Dec. 4. 


LT&T became the first telephone 
company in Nebraska to give this to its 
subscribers—following a long list of 
other firsts, which include first suc- 
cessful dial operation, first mobile tele- 
phone service, first operator toll dial- 
ing, and first state-wide DDD in Ne- 
braska. 


Following 13 or 14 months of in- 
stallation work by the Automatic Elec- 
tric Company, the actual cutover to 
DDD was a bit anti-climactic. In each 
Lincoln office a man moved down the 
row of units used in the toll dialing 
system, pushing keys to free the equip- 
ment for use almost as casually as a 
maintenance man might dust the co- 
vers. 

More impressive was the first call, 
made by K. L. Lawson, general com- 
mercial superintendent, to the hotel 
where Company Vice President Merle 
M. Hale was scheduled to stay at Ft. 
Lauderdale, Fla. 

Lawson easily spun the 13 neces- 
sary digits, and in a few moments gave 
the “4.0” sign that the hotel was an- 
Swering. It was virtually as easy as 
making a local call. 

The cut to coast-to-coast subscriber 
dialing followed more than a year of 
preparations. 

First step came in December of 1959, 
when the Lincoln area was converted 
to 2lL, 5N numbering. Next came in- 
stallation of resistors on the positive 
side of party lines in the Lincoln area, 
for identification of the calling num- 
bers. 

Other necessary equipment includes 
detection equipment installed at each 
office in Lincoln; 52 SATT trunk tick- 
eters, at 15th & M, which store data

relating to each direct dialed call; and 
five perforators, which take the stored 
data released by the ticketers at the 
completion of the call and punch it 
on a narrow paper tape. These last 
two devices record the calling number, 
called number and time elapsed. 


In order to provide a better grade 
of service, additional circuits were in- 
stalled. On the first floor of the 15th 
& M building there are now 124 cir- 
cuits to Omaha where previously there 
were 78. And circuits are being added 
to every one of the towns involved in 
the change to coast-to-coast DDD. 
Twelve-channel carrier equipment has 
been converted to 16 circuits. 


And just to give an idea of the 
amount of work involved, miles of 
cable was installed just in the 15th & 
M equipment room! 

Actually involved in the eary morn- 
ing cutover Dec. 4 was the removing of 
the busys on the DDD trunks, thus 
freeing the “112 number” for use by 
subscribers. One man at each office 
in Lincoln spent a few moments mov- 
ing the busy keys on the trunks at the 
1 o’clock ‘‘zero hour.” 


Other offices in the Lincoln area 
were cut to seven-digit numbers as part 
of the cutover. These were Denton, 
Pleasant Dale, Malcolm, Raymond, 
Davey, Waverly, Greenwood, Bennett, 
and Huskerville. Extensive number 
changes were necessary at Huskerville 
and Waverly in order to bring them 
into compatibility with the nationwide 
system. 


The men in the outlying offices be- 
gan preparations for the cutover about 
10 p.m. Dec 3, and continued “finish- 
ing up” work after the 1 a.m. Dec. 4 
cutover. Approximately 30 men were 
involved in the entire operation. 

At the outlying offices, cutover was 
by means of jumpering, with part of 
the switches re-wired for the DDD sys-

tem and “busied” prior to the cut- 
over hour. At the time of the cut, these 
were put into operation and the other 
switches ‘‘busied”’ so they could be con- 
verted. 

Also a part of the DDD system are 
CKO—or checking operator—positions, 
of which five have been installed in 
Unit II. Operators at these positions 
intercept calls made from farm lines, 
obtain the calling number, and “key” 
this information into the SATT equip- 
ment, thus “releasing” the call for 
completion. 

This method is used to identify the 
calling party on the multiple-party 
rural lines. 

It was also necessary to set up route 
operators who provide information in 
regard to what communities may be 
dialed direct by subscribers and the 
proper area codes to use to reach 
these towns.

Mechanical Cash... 


How Data Processing 
Handles Payment Receipts 


Last month we printed an article on Central Remittance, 
the system used by the Accounting Department in handling 
incoming cash. We left off where the money was sent by

But after the money is deposited it is necessary to keep 
track of and compile the receipts. This operation is called 
“Mechanical Cash” and the following article explains how 't 


is done.

number of payments. The alphabetic interpreter is then 
used to print words and numbers on the payment cards. 


Next, payment cards are sorted by use of the card 
sorter. Payments are sorted in reverse order to what 
would be done when sorting manually. The first sort is 
by telephone number, then by the exchange number and 
then by billing period. 

After the proper internal controls have been estab- 
lished, payment cards are merged, that is, they are filed 
in proper telephone number sequence by exchanges. In 
this way today’s cash is merged with other payments and 
thus the accounts receivable records are posted or updated. 


The accounting machine, which operates at the rate of 
150 cards per minute, is used to produce the payment lists, 
the updated list of accounts receivable, and in part, the 
bank collection forms. 

Bank collected accounts are processed after the billing 
operation. The sorter is used to select out the bank col- 
lected accounts, then the reproducing punch is used to 
reproduce information from the accounts receivable card 
into the bank collection form. The alphabetic interpreter 
is then used to translate the holes punched in the cards 
into words and numbers and prints them on the bank col- 
lection form. After this operation, the accounting machine 
adds additional information and prepares a detailed list 
for control purposes. At this stage, control information by 
exchange and bank number is prepared. 

Many of the personnel shown and referred to in this 
article handle payment information only as a part of their 
total job. With the aid of the high-speed Data Processing 
machines, large quantities of payment information may be 
sorted, listed, filed, posted and controlled in a relatively 
short period of time. In a typical month $1,250,000 is 
processed in the form of more than 100,000 payment cards.

L. E HURTZ 


L. E. Hurtz, 79, a director and for- 
mer general manager and vice presi- 
dent of The Lincoln Telephone and 
Telegraph Company passed away Dec. 
8 in Monrovia, Calif. Death came while 
he was at the home of his sister-in-law, 
Mrs, C..J3. O'Connor. 

He had been associated with the 
Company for over 50 years. He joined 
it as general manager in August of 
1906, remaining in this capacily and 
later as vice president until February 
of 1921, when he resigned to accept a 
position as secretary of the Fairmont 
Creamery Company of Omaha. He was 
e’ected to the board of directors of the 
Lincoln Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany at that time and served on the 
board to the time of his death. 

At the time of his passing, Hurtz was 
a member of the board of Fairmont. He 
had been a director since 1917 and 
served as Fairmont’s president from 
1940 to 1950. 


He also had served as director of the 
Omaha National Bank; the Chicago and 
Northwestern Railroad; and the Omaha 
Branch of the Federal Reserve Bank of 
Kansas City. 


He was twice chairman of the Omaha 
branch of the Federal Reserve Bank of 
Kansas City; was chairman of the Dairy 
Industry Committee, and on the local 
advisory committee of the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation. 

He had served as an officer in several 
trade asseciations, inciuding state and 
national associations of the Independ- 
ent Telephone industry. During World 
War I he served in Washington as a 
member of the operating board chosen 
by the Post Office department when it 
controlled the wire communication 
companies of the nation. 

In 1947 he was King of Ak-Sar-Ben. 

Born at Scandia, Kan., Hurtz came 
with his family to Lincoln in 1886. 
While attending the University of Ne- 
braska he held a part-time job with 
the Lincoln Gas and Electric Light 
Company. He kept this job for two

years after his graduation in 1903 (with 
a Bachelor of Science degree in elec- 
trical engineering) and also taught part 
time in the electrical engineering col- 
lege at the University. In 1905 Hurtz 
was named superintendent of the new 
Lincoln Municipal Electric Light Plant. 
Here his abilities came to the attention 
of Frank H. Woods, president of the 
Lincoln Telephone Company. 


As a consequence, in August of 1906 
Hurtz was selected to succeed F. E. 
Ebersole as general manager of the 
two-year-old Lincoln Telephone Com- 
pany, which then consisted of a single 
exchange, serving 4,500 subscribers. 

Mr. Hurtz entered the Company at 
a time when the young, dial or “auto- 
matic’ telephone system was in ex- 
tremely bitter competition with the 
established Bell manual system in Lin- 
coln. He had to pare operating ex- 
penses to an absolute minimum and 
still maintain good service and also ex- 
pand the plant. 


In 1909 the Company was reorgan- 
ized, the name changed to the Lincoln 
Telephone and Telegraph Company 
and a number of toll lines added. This 
network of toll lines was expanded un- 
der the guidance of Hurtz, reaching out 
to Hastings, Beatrice, Falls City and 
into the heart of the Bell territory 
north of the Platte river. 

In 1912 the Bell exchange at Lincoln 
and those in 22 counties of southeast 
Nebraska were purchased by the Com- 
pany, which then assumed its present 
operating territory. Some Independent 
companies were also purchased and Mr. 
Hurtz was faced with the responsibil- 
ity of consolidating the former com- 
peting exchanges—a task which was 
completed within two years. 

His wife preceded him in death, last 
February. He is survived by a son, 
Kugene, of Malibu, Calif.; two daugh- 
ters, Mrs. Charles J. Robbins of Sara- 
toga, Calif.; and Mrs. John R. Watson 
of Wauwatosa, Wisc. 
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Former Employee Retires 


Charles T. Ford, a former employee 
of The Lincoln Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company, retired Dec. 1 from 
employment with the General Tele- 
phone Company of Missouri after 13% 
years of service there. 

Mr. Ford was born in Missouri, at- 
tended school at Marysville, Kansas, 
and later moved to Nebraska. 

His first association with LT&T was 
in 1916 when he went to work in Lin- 
coln as a combinationman. He held 
various jobs with the Company until 
November of 1943 when he resigned to 
work in the defense industry in Cali- 
fornia. 

His experience with LT&T included 
work as an inspector, as a lineman In 
Construction and a combinationman in 
the toll wire chief’s department. 

After his defense work, Ford worked 
shortly for the REA, then took em- 
ployment with the United Telephone 
Company of the West at Scottsbluff. 
In 1947 he began working for the Mis- 
souri Telephone Company, predecessor 
company of General, as a combination- 
man. 

Retirement plans include living on 
his farm near Columbia and following 
his hobby of woodworking.

Small and Smart 


That's the New Starlite 


Telephone 


Pretty as a picture is the new Starlite 
telephone, shown here in a special shadow 
box display unit. It comes in six attractive 
colors, takes up about half the space of a 


standard size phone, and stands a half or i 


three quarters of an inch lower. 


The “compact” look is the latest 
thing in telephones, too, and The Lin- 
coln Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany now has a supply of exquisite 
little telephones available for sub- 
scribers. 

The model is the Automatic Electric 
Company’s Starlite. Five hundred of 
these have been received in time {for 
the pre-Christmas shopping rush. 

Although the new telephone is much 
smaller than a conventional phone— 
about half the size—the Starlite offers 
features not usually found in the 
standard desk set. 

Besides its compact size, the most 
striking feature is the electrolumines- 
cent dial light on the original-design 
phone. This exclusive feature offers 
the advantage of a lighting element 
which has no filament to burn out (as 
in an incandescent lamp) and hence 
which does not have to be replaced 
every few months. 

This light is also “heatless” and uses 
such a small quantity of electricity that 
it costs only a cent or two a year to 
operate! 

Besides this, it may be turned from 
soft to bright whether the handset is 
on or off the hook. 

The Starlite is available only in 
colors. Six hues are offered—white, 
ivory, beige, pink, blue and turquoise. 
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There is a long list of obvious advan- 
tages of the Starlite for subscribers. 
For one thing, it is the newest, most 
modern telephone available and for 
this reason will be eagerly sought by 
those who want the latest thing in 
their modern homes. The colors have 
been selected to most attractively com- 
plement modern furnishings. 

The small size of the phone will 
make it natural for locations where 
there is limited space. For instance, 
it may be placed on a tiny night table, 
with room left over for a pad and pen- 
cil. Or it may be fitted in a small tele- 
phone nook too tiny for a conventional 
desk set. 

For main station installations and ex- 
tensions which may require a separate 
signalling device, a small-size bellbox 
in matching colors may be installed. 

However, many extension locations 
may not require a signalling device 
because the main station bell will be 
heard clearly at the location. 

The dial light makes the Starlite a 
fine phone for use in the bedroom. 
Since the dial is lighted whether or 
not the receiver is hung up, the phone 
can be located and answered instantly, 
without the need to turn on room 
lights—blinding to a person freshly 
awakened. 

Persons in any type of employment 
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which involves night calls will find 
the Starlite phone is particularly handy 
for this reason. 

The small size of the phone will 
make it handy to move about. The 
modern rectangular shape gives it two 
handy grooves, ideal for grasping with 
one hand. 

The light weight might be a problem 
in using the phone, except for two 
special features. One is a combination 
rubber and cork pad on the bottom 
of the phone, which gives “firm foot- 
ing’ on the slickest of surfaces. The 
other is a special “soft pull’ hand- 
piece cord. 

These two features eliminate any 
skidding of the instrument. 

The Starlite uses a standard three- 
conductor line cord. Current for the 
dial light comes through a separate 
cord. A resistor limits the current to 
meet UL requirements. 

There is a service charge of $5 (over 
and above any other service charge 
which may apply) for installing the 
Starlite. However, this is a one-time 
charge. If the phone is moved to a new 
location, only the usual service charge 
and net the extra $5 fee will be 
charged. 

There is an added monthly charge 
of 50 cents for the Starlite. 

However, it should be pointed out 
that if a conventional desk set were 
ordered in color and with a dial light, 
there would be a charge of 25 cents 
per month extra for each of these 
features, totalling the 50 cents extra 
charge which is assessed for the Star- 
lite—already equipped with these ex- 
tras. 

Without question this attractive new 
telephone will prove to be a popular in- 
strument, especially for bedroom ex- 
tensions.

Employees Boost Chests 


Four communities served by The 
Lincoln Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany got a big boost from the pocket- 
books of LT&T employees in those 
towns.

$59,500 were Luetta M. Bacon, repre- 
senting the CWA and Floyd M. Crewd- 
son, for management. 

At Nebraska City, 100 per cent of the 
employees gave for an average of $5.65. 
Noted was an increase in the number 
using the deduction plan. Working with 
the community towards the $14,100 
goal were Raymond Kinnison, repre- 
senting the CWA and Lillian Bader for 
management. 

At Fairbury there was also 100 per 
cent contribution with an average of 
$6.30 per employee. Fairbury goal was 
$13,665 and helping aim for that 
amount was Gerald Caley, representing 
the CWA and Evelyn Menke manage- 
ment.

In 1928 Heinie moved into Harvard 
as exchange manager. His duties in- 
cluded the weighty responsibility of 
shoveling snow, as well as that of col- 


lecting bills, chasing trouble and clean- 
ing windows. 

During his time there sleet and snow 
were severe and men had to climb 
poles and beat on the lines to rid them 
of ice. 

On Independence Day in 1935 Taed- 
ter (who now had family responsibili- 
ties) moved to Superior. One of his 
memories of this community is a pain- 
ful one, for it involves an accident in 
which a pole came to be on top of his 
toe. Although an uncomfortable ex- 
perience, it left no serious injury. 

In 1939 the Taedters moved to Heb- 
ron, where he has been ever since, 
serving as wire chief. 

Retirement plans for Taedter include 
travel—Heinie having acquired a taste 
for it back in 1958 when he and his 
wife flew to Hawaii for a Thanks- 
giving dinner with their son and 
daughter-in-law, the Richard Taedters. 

This Christmas the Taedters plan to 
spend the holiday at Alliance with 
their son. They will then travel on to 
Denver and California, with the inten- 
tion of taking an apartment and re- 
maining on the west coast for several 
months.

MULTIPURPOSE 


Two new buildings of sizeable pro- 
portions are in the immediate “works” 
for The Lincoln Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company. Both will be attrac- 
tive additions to the communities they 
will serve. 

Largest of the two is a new structure 
at York, which will replace the manual 
office now in use. The Company has 
operated the telephone system in that 
town since 1912, when it purchased the 
York County Telephone Company and 
also took over the Bell properties, 
merging the two. 

Final plans are being prepared for 
the new building and a contract is 
expected to be awarded before the end 
of the year. 


The one-story, without-basement 
building will feature a brick face 
trimmed with natural cleavage rock. 
The bricks will be set in sawtooth off-

keeping with the modern style of 
building design. 

The new York structure will occupy 
slightly more ground space than LT&- 
T’s Beatrice building, but it will be 
only one story in height. It will be lo- 
cated at Sixth and Barlow and will 
face to the south. 

The area office will also have a 
seven-stall garage attached to one side. 
Shown above is a sketch of the front. 

Another attractive new telephone 
building is the concrete block and brick 
structure rapidly taking shape at Hus- 
kerville. Construction men have been 
swarming over the new LT&T site, on 
the main street of the housing area. 

Designed to be in harmony with, but 
not competitive to, the surrounding 
structures, the building mixes panels 
of concrete blocks with brick columns 
separating the areas of blocks. The 
combination of materials was chosen

so as to blend in both with the block 
construction of base buildings and the 
residential style seen in Huskerville. 


The building is bigger than the origi- 
nal “4” office, says Building Design 
Engineer W. W. “Bud” Eden. It has 
load-bearing walls of masonry and a 
prestressed roof system. The masonry 
panels will allow for easy addition with 
no “patched together” appearance at 
a later date. 


The brick piers actually serve as 
wall stiffeners as well as a _ visual 
feature of the building, separating the 
block panels which will be painted 
green. 


A semi-attended building, the Hus- 
kerville office will have parking area 
in front, for service vehicles. Although 
attractive in design, it is primarily a 
utilitarian equipment structure. 
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Agreement is Reached 


An agreement was reached Novem- 
ber 25 between the Company and the 
Union for increases in wages and 
changes in the working agreement. 


Wage increases for those in the elli- 
gible group range from $1.50 to $4.00 
per week for men and from $1.25 to 
$2.50 per week for women. 

Changes in the working agreement 
were made to provide four weeks of 
vacation to employees having 25 years 
or more of net credited service. The 
Company also agreed to recommend to 
the Board of Directors that minimum 


pensions be adjusted to $125 a month 
for employees reaching 65 years of 
age and having 40 years or more of 
service and $120 per month for those 
reaching 65 years of age and having 30 
years or more of service. 

The Company also agreed to provide 
a major medical plan covering em- 
ployees and pensioners and to be put 
into effect no later than August 1, 
1961. The Company will endeavor to 
provide a plan whereby employees’ de- 
pendents may be covered under a 
group major medical plan, the cost of 
which will be paid by the employee.

Cable was extended from the 15th
